REVIEW   OF   A   CENTURY. 
1809-190  9. 

In  view  of  the  Dundee  Directory  having  attained  its  Centenary, 
the  Proprietors  feel  assured  that  a  brief  epitome  of  its  history  will 
not  be  out  of  place,  and  that  at  the  same  time  it  may  prove  acceptable 
to  those  who  take  an  interest  in  such  matters.  Up  till  a  com- 
paratively recent  date  the  Directory  appeared  only  intermittently. 
From  an  examination  of  the  contents  of  numerous  editions  it  is 
apparent  that  much  care  had  been  bestowed  upon  their  equip- 
ment, and  throughout  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  work  evinced. 
As  a  sequence,  therefore,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  had  con- 
served to  us  much  that  is  valuable,  specialised  it  may  be,  relating 
to  the  Burgh,  its  institutions,  and  business  procedure. 

Ostensibly  the  first  Dundee  Directory  was  published  in  1809,  and 
as  such  locally  it  was  the  earliest  of  its  kind  on  record.  The  fact, 
however,  must  not  be  overlooked  that  an  effort,  modest  in  its  way, 
was  undertaken  in  that  direction  twenty-seven  years  before.  In 
1782,  from  his  press  in  Kirk  Wynd  (Tally  Street),  Thomas  Colville, 
a  notable  printer  and  publisher  of  his  time,  issued  the  "  Dundee 
Register,"  a  venture  upon  which  all  subsequent  Directories  more  or 
less  have  been  modelled.  A  compilation  from  beginning  to  end,  there 
is  no  attempt  to  reproduce  in  listed  form  the  names  and  addresses  of  a 
large  body  of  residenters.  On  the  contrary,  the  compiler,  it  is 
evident,  endeavoured  to  make  the  "Register"  a  business  manual 
only,  and  as  such  it  was  intended  as  a  medium  by  which  a  succinct 
enumeration  of  the  most  prominent  burgesses  in  their  professional 
capacities  only  should  be  presented.  The  different  trades,  handicrafts, 
and  federated  bodies  are  classified  and  arranged  under  distinct 
headings.  Shipping  affairs  receive  considerable  attention,  and  the 
capabilities  of  the  port  as  a  maritime  centre  are  fittingly  commented 
upon.  The  manufacture  of  osnaburgs,  four  million  yards  of  which 
annually  passed  the  test  of  the  official  stamper,  it  is  explained, 
was  the  staple  trade.  Threadmaking,  it  is  also  pointed  out,  was  a 
close  competitor,  as  many  as  3000  people  being  employed  in  its 
production.  With  reference  to  this  latter  industry  it  is  stated  that 
a  Thomas  Wemyss,  evidently  a  person  of  importance,  held  the 
honourable  appointment  of  King's  Threadmaker.  In  1782  the 
inhabitants  at  that  date,  numbering  16,000,  must  have  been  indus- 
trious, law-abiding  people,  as  the  custodians  of  the  public  peace 
consisted  of  five  town  officers  all  told,  who  were  assisted,  when 
necessary,  by  the  officer  of  the  Guildry.  The  "Register"  was 
dedicated  to  Provost  Pitcairn,  the  Magistrates,  and  the  Convener 
and  Deacons  of  the  Nine  Incorporated  Trades,  It  contained  72 
small  Images. 
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Between  tlie  publication  of  the  "  Register  "  and  the  first  Directory 
twenty-seven  years  elapsed.  In  its  aim  and  scope  the  Directory  is 
more  ambitious,  more  comprehensive,  and  in  the  arrangement  of 
detail  more  minute.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  joint  production  of 
Thomas  Colville  and  his  son,  Alexander,  by  whom  it  M'as  published 
from  the  Mercury  Office,  Bisset's  Close,  Overgate,  "  near  the  Cross," 
in  1809.  It  is  larger  than  the  "Register,"  and  there  are  in  all 
174  pages.  During  the  hiatus  between  the  appearance  of  the  two 
publications  the  population  had  risen  from  16,000  to  30,000. 
Though  the  country,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  war,  was  in  a  bad 
state,  public  enterprise,  handicapped  it  might  be,  was  not  in  abeyance. 
Adverting  to  the  activity  at  this  time  of  the  Magistrates  and  Town 
Council,  to  w^hom  the  Directory  is  dedicated,  the  compilers  say  : — 
*'  It  would  be  unjust  not  to  acknowledge  that  in  many  instances  they 
(the  Councillors)  have  exerted  themselves  Avith  laudable  zeal  and 
success  in  promoting  the  public  good.  The  building  and  endowing 
of  churches,  the  paving  and  lighting  of  streets  and  the  opening  of  new 
ones,  the  building  of  new  piers,  and  the  general  improvement  of  the 
harbour  are  work  which  within  these  some  years  they  have  executed." 
The  formation  of  Castle  Street,  Crichton  Street,  and  Tay  Street  is 
commended,  and  the  improvement  of  Nethergate  west  of  and  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Episcopal  Chapel  (Union  Hall)  was  regarded  as  "an 
amenity  that  would  greatly  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  entrance  to  the 
town  from  the  west."  Apart  from  the  Churches  and  Tower,  the 
most  notable  buildings  were  the  Town  House,  Episcopal  Chapel, 
Trades'  Hall,  and  Sailors'  Hall  ;  and  in  the  neighbourhood  Dudhope 
Castle  (then  a  military  depot).  Logic  House,  and  Blackness  House, 
Maritime  affairs  kept  pace  with  mercantile  industry  ;  and  ecclesias- 
tical, legal,  and  educational  professions  were  duly  recognised  in  their 
respective  spheres.  The  internal  economy  of  the  Burgh  is  more 
or  less  detailed.  Banking  facilities  were  commensurate  with  the 
period,  and  insurance  offices  well  represented.  The  transmission 
of  merchandise  was  primitive  in  method.  Carters  were  few  in 
number,  and  street  and  shore  porters,  a  handy  body  of  stalwarts, 
carried  or  wheeled  all  kinds  of  goods.  Carriers,  daily  and  bi-weekly, 
linked  the  town  and  adjacent  country  together,  and  traded  with 
both.  Strict  regulations  were  formulated  for  the  guidance  of  all 
kinds  of  traffic.  A  considerable  amount  of  space,  too,  is  devoted  to 
statutory  enactments.  In  the  Directoiy  proper  the  number  of  names 
recorded  is  about  1 100. 

Our  local  postal  system  having  been  instituted  at  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  advert  to  it  briefly 
at  this  point.  Before  a  regular  service  was  established,  the  method 
of  delivery  was  unsatisfactory.  Parties  who  expected  or  were  in  the 
habit  of  despatching  letters  had  to  call  at  a  mail  coach  office, 
and  those  addressed  to  people  in  the  landward  districts  were 
entrusted  to  carriers.  With  the  advent  of  the  Post  Office  the  nucleus 
of  the  present  superb  organisation  took  tangible  shape.  It  is 
mentioned  in  the  "Register"  of  1782  that  Mr  John  Cristall  or 
Chrystal  was  the  first  Dundee  postmaster,  a  room  being  set  apart  for 
his  use  in  the  Town  Chambers.     Subsequently  a  removal  was  made

to  a  small  shop  west  side  of  Vault,  where  the  business  was  con- 
ducted for  many  years.  About  1818  Mr  Chrystal,  who  retired,  was 
followed  by  Mr  Robert  Bell,  and  that  gentleman  remained  in  office 
during  several  mutations.  Mr  Bell's  successive  premises,  after 
leaving  Vault,  were — Trades'  Hall,  soixth  side  ;  corner  of  Castle 
Street  and  Seagate  (since  occupied  by  Messrs  James  Keiller  & 
Son,  Limited)  ;  shop,  7  Reform  Street  ;  and  latterly  at  Pillars, 
ground  floor,  east  side  of  entrance  to  Town  House.  In  1860  a  fine 
structure  was  opened  in  Albert  Square.  Mr  Bell  having  resigned, 
Mr  William  Gibb,  who  had  been  his  associate  for  many  years,  was 
installed  in  his  place.  In  1895  the  handsome  edifice  at  the  jiinction 
of  Constitution  Road  and  Meadowside  was  erected.  Mr  Gibb,  it 
may  be  pointed  out,  was  succeeded  in  the  postmastership  in  due 
course  by  his  son,  Mr  George  H.  Gibb,  who  in  turn  was  followed 
by  Mr  William  H.  Bryson  and  Mr  William  Taylor,  the  latter  at 
date  (1910)  beino-  still  in  office. 

Reverting  to  the  subject  under  review,  in  1818  Mr  Alexander 
Colville  published  the  Directory  of  that  date  from  his  office.  Key's 
Close,  Nethergate.  The  site  is  marked  by  Whitehall  Street,  east  side. 
This  Directory  showed  considerable  improvement  both  in  technique 
and  adaptabilitj-.  In  every  respect  it  was  superior  to  its  predecessor, 
the  details  being  more  copious  and  the  arrangement  good.  As  far  as 
could  be  gathered  from  meagre  references,  the  affairs  of  the  Burgh 
were  not  all  that  might  be  desired.  This  arose  from  prolonged 
national  unrest,  which  had  systematically  drained  the  country 
of  its  wealth  and  depleted  it  of  w^age- earners.  Between  the  dates 
of  the  publication  of  the  two  Directories  the  population 
had  marked  time,  and  still  stood  at  30,000.  A  work  of  some  magni- 
tude at  this  period  was  in  an  advanced  stage.  In  1815  the  line  of 
our  fine  docks  was  projected,  and  in  1825  Dock  Street  and  King 
William  Dock  were  evolved.  Earl  Grey  Dock  was  an  undertaking  of 
later  years.  Despite  adverse  conditions,  manufactures  showed  a 
good  deal  of  progress,  and  the  export  value  of  coarse  linens  and 
osnaburgs  was  reckoned  at  £200,000  annually.  No  better  proof  of 
the  general  depression,  however,  could  be  afforded  than  the  fact  that 
shipping  had  only  increased  by  three  vessels  in  nine  years.  Still, 
apart  from  these  deterrents,  there  were  on  the  surface  of  things 
symptoms  that  changes,  far-reaching  and  sweeping  in  their  ultimate 
influence,  were  being  foreshadowed.  Steam  was  making  its  impress 
upon  mercantile  economics,  and  indicating  that  before  many  years  it 
would  become  a  potent  factor  in  those  laws  which  regulate  the  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of  wealth  and  the  relations  between  capital 
and  labour.  Spinning  mills,  actuated  by  that  power,  were  rapidly 
springing  up,  and  about  this  date  eighteen  were  either  finished  or 
were  in  course  of  erection.  Education,  too,  was  forging  ahead,  and 
the  youth  of  the  town  had  excellent  opportunities  of  acquiring  a 
sound  scholastic  training.  Most  of  the  streets — many  of  them  of 
Oriental  narrowness — are  described  as  neat,  the  latest  opened  being 
characterised  as  "spacious  and  elegant."  Finance,  statutory 
regulations,  especially  those  applicable  to  the  Tay  Ferries,  and  civic 
and  harbour  administration,  each  have  their  proper  place,  and  much 
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information  is  imparted.  The  Directory,  which  was  compiled  by 
Alexander  Abbot,  consisted  of  191  pages,  and  registered  some  1300 
names. 

As  stated,  the  appearance  of  Directories  in  those  days  was  fitful, 
-  and  it  was  not  till  1824-25  that  Mr  Colville,  under  the  designation  of 
Messrs  Alexander  Colville  &  Co.,  again  entered  the  field,  A  radical 
change  was  effected  in  the  style  of  the  new  Directory,  which  was 
published  from  the  Vault.  Technically  it  was  superior  to  any  yet 
put  before  the  public,  the  typography  and  letterpress  being  entirely 
modernised.  The  old-fashioned  letters  were  discarded,  and  the  nev/ 
types,  though  smaller  in  size,  gave  a  clear,  sharp,  and  distinct 
impression.  The  Directory  was  dedicated  to  Alexander  Reid,  Esq., 
of  Pittendreich,  President  of  the  Forfarshire  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  Manufactures.  In  size  it  v/as  crown  8vo,  and  the  pages 
numbered  148.  Two  of  Slezer's  uiiique  views  of  the  old  burgh  and 
engravings  of  High  Street  and  Town  Churches  are  given  as  illustra- 
tions. The  High  Street  at  this  date  niust  have  presented  a  bustling 
aspect.  The  arrival  and  departure  of  mail  coaches,  arranged 
for  stated  hours,  kept  the  thoroughfare  in  a  state  of  turmoil 
and  excitement,  and  this  was  accentuated  by  the  number  of 
caravans  which  frequented  the  central  area.  The  erection  of 
piers  at  Tay  Fex-ries  and  the  introduction  of  steam  vessels  are 
specially  noticed.  Social  conditions  and  political  unrest  dis- 
turbed the  burghal  equilibrium,  and  much  privation  existed 
amongst  the  poor.  In  1824  tlie  new  Police  Act  was  adopted,  with 
the  best  results.  Mr  Alexander  Downie  was  the  first  superintendent, 
and  the  police  establishment  was  situated  behind  the  Town  House. 
Trade  continued  to  develop  slowly,  and  there  was  a  slight 
increase  in  the  tonnage  of  the  port.  The  population  was  now  about 
35,000. 

Mr  James  Chalmers,  printer  and  publisher.  Castle  Street,  and 
latterly  of  Thorns'  Close,  High  Street,  opposite  Castle  Street, 
succeeded  Mr  Alexander  Colville.  To  Mr  Chalmers  we  owe  the  com- 
prehensive and  well-arranged  Directory  of  1829-30.  One  of  its  main 
features  is  the  carefully-prepared  list  of  residenters,  and  the 
classification  to  the  number  of  130  of  the  leading  inhabitants  of 
Broughty  Ferry.  The  Directory  is  sub-divided,  the  latter  pai't  being 
cast  on  the  lines  of  the  "Register,"  and  therefore,  in  a  measure,  it  can 
only  be  regarded  as  a  business  guide.  The  industrial,  professional, 
and  educational  outlook,  though  rendered  unstable  by  the  ileform 
Bill  agitation,  was  iiopefuL  Arrangements  at  this  time  were  made 
for  the  opening  up  of  north  side  of  High  Street  to  make  way  for 
Reform  Street.  The  usual  list  of  companies  is  recorded,  and  the 
Gas  Light  Company  and  Newtyle  Railway  Company  anticipated 
their  respective  undertakings.  The  population  was  reckoned  at 
45,000. 

In  1834-5  the  Directory  fell  into  other  liands.  In  that  year  it 
was  published  by  Mr  Alexander  Allardice,  bookseller  and  stationer, 
Trades'  Hall,  and  printed  3.t  the  Chronicle  Office,  Gray's  Close,  north 
side  of  High  Street,  near  New  Inn  Entry.  The  compilation  v.-as 
entrusted   to   Thomas  Keith,   v/ho,  in  addition,   presented  a   well- 
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written  history  of  the  towu.  Dundee  seems  to  have  forged  ahead  at 
this  time.  Flaxspiuniiig  was  active,  and  mills  were  erected  in 
suitable  localities,  the  Wards  in  particular.  The  value  of  flax  and 
hemp  imported  was  £700,000,  and  linen  exported  was  calculated  at 
£1.500,000.  A  first-rate  mercantile  fleet  either  belonged  to  or 
frequented  the  port.  Shipbuilding,  and  all  branches  dependent  upon 
it,  had  become  a  great  industry.  Six  j^ards,  in  which  hundreds  of 
craftsmen  were  employed,  were  in  active  operation.  Prominence, 
too,  is  given  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  steam  vessels,  the 
Dundee  and  London  Company  in  especial  being  in  the  forefront. 
Gratifying  reference  is  made  to  the  erection  of  the  High  School 
and  the  opening  of  the  Dundee  and  Newtyle  Railway.  As  an 
addenda,  Broughty  Ferry  is  continued  ;  and  there  were  superadded 
lists  of  Strathmartine,  Liff,  Lochee,  and  Ferry-Port-on-Craig.  At 
this  time  it  was  estimated  that  in  Dundee  and  neighbourhood 
£2,500,000  was  embarked  in  the  linen  trade.  The  population  Avas 
now  close  upon  50,000. 

The  Directories  of  1837-8,  1840-1,  and  1842-3  M'ere  placed  in  the 
capable  hands  of  Mr  Chalmers,  the  vetei-an  publisher.  There 
is  no  attempt  at  elaboration  in  either  edition,  and  the  record  of 
the  principal  inhabitants  is  compendious.  In  the  former  Broughty 
Ferry  still  holds  a  place,  but  the  districts  are  omitted.  Trade 
matters  seem  to  have  been  stable,  although  occasionally  they  were 
characterised  by  fluctuation.  Otherwise  there  is  nothing  specially 
noteworthy  in  either  Directory.  Shipping  advances  apace,  and 
shipbuilding  is  on  the  increase.  Steam  as  a  maritime  motive 
power  heralded  a  new  era,  and,  directed  towards  the  further- 
ance of  commerce,  indicated  that  it  would  soon  supersede  nautical 
skill.  The  practical,  stern  lines  upon  which  a  Directory  is  compiled 
affords  small  opportunity  v/hereby  the  inner  life  of  a  communitj''  can 
be  gauged.  That  is  the  case  in  the  present  instance.  Every  item  is 
severely  classified,  and  beyond  matters  of  fact  they  shed  little  or  no 
light.  Business  concerns,  philanthropic  institutions,  and  cognate 
affairs,  with  each  successive  publication,  showed  advancement,  and 
made  it  plain  that  the  inhabitants  were  benefited  in  proportion. 
An  illustration  of  more  than  ordinary  interest,  descriptive  of  the  old 
Nethergate  Market  Stance  in  front  of  the  Churches  before  the  fire, 
is  a  welcome  accompaniment  to  the  Direetoiy  of  1842-3.  The 
aggregate  population  had  now  reached  about  64,000. 

The  Directories  for  1845  and  1846-7  were  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  local  postal  staff,  and  bore  the  title,  "  The  Dundee 
Post  Office  Dii'ectory. "  The  Directory  of  1845  was  printed  in  the 
office  of  the  Dundee  Advertiser,  and  that  of  1846-7  by  Messrs 
M'Cosh,  Park,  &  Dewars  (Northern  Warder).  Neither  Directory 
possesses  any  outstanding  feature.  Hard  and  fast  arrangement  is 
again  the  rule,  principally  of  business  residenters  ;  and  Lochee,  a 
growing  suburb,  and  vicinity  are  included.  There  is  a  distinct  step 
in  advance  to  be  noted.  Registration  under  business  and  professional 
headings  is  introduced  for  tlie  first  time.  From  its  connection 
v/ith  the  Post  Office  much  of  the  contents  is  devoted  to  postal 
administration. 
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The  succeeding  Directory  of  1850  is  another  carefully  prepared 
production  of  Mr  Giialmers.  Trade,  it  is  recorded,  was  good, 
although,  as  remarked  by  a  local  writer  of  the  period,  great 
wealth  and  great  povertj'  existed  side  by  side.  Yet  from  1840 
the  "  influential  classes,  partaking  of  the  general  spirit  of  the 
age,  exerted  themselves  in  the  promotion  of  schemes  of  bene- 
volence for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  working  men,  with  the  view  of 
increasing  their  comforts  and  elevating  their  character."'  To  these 
gentlemen  the  town  was  indebted  for  the  establishment  of  Y\^orking 
Men's  Coff'ee-houses,  Reading-rooms,  Model  Lodging-houses,  Ragged 
Schools,  Garden  Allotments,  Recreation  Grounds,  and  Temperance 
Societies,  which  were  indications  that  a  better  feeling  was  springing 
up  between  the  different  ranks  of  society.  Shipping  was  still 
flourishing.  There  now  belonged  to  the  port  342  vessels,  and  the 
registered  tonnage  was  57,398  tons.     Population,  fully  78,000. 

A  Directory  on  more  ambitious  lines  than  several  of  the  foregoing 
followed  in  1853-4.  It  was  supervised  by  Mr  James  Houston 
Donnan,  whose  cajpabilities  are  shown  in  the  historical  treatise 
appended.  There  were  several  publishers,  viz.  : — Mr  A.  jM.  Stephen, 
Mr  James  Chalmers,  Mr  William  Middleton,  Mr  Frederick  Shaw, 
and  Mr  Robert  Edmond.  Mr  John  Irvine,  High  Street,  was  printer. 
There  is  the  usual  specific  information  upon  Municipal,  Harbour, 
and  geneial  administration,  and.  Banking,  Insurance,  and  Shipping 
Companies.  it  is  notable  that  stage  coaches,  the  arrival  and 
departure  of  which  were  duly  notified  in  nearly  all  previous 
Directories,  are  now  omitted,  their  place  having  been  usurped  by 
railways,  which  at  this  date  were  duly  established.  Supplementary 
to  the  customary  lists  of  the  town  proper,  there  are  those  of  Broughty 
Ferry,  Lochee,  Newport,  and  Ferry-Port-on-Craig.  A  plan  of  the 
town,  which  was  intended  as  a  street  guide,  is  a  convenient  auxiliary  ; 
and  the  excellent  history  by  Mr  Donnan  adds  materially  to  the 
merit  of  the  publication.  At  this  date  jute  fibre,  which  for 
years  had  been  undergoing  experimental  tests,  was  now  success- 
fully applied  to  industrial  purposes,  although  manufacturers  of  linen 
goods  for  a  long  while  held  aloof  and  showed  much  reluctance  to 
adopt  it.     The  population  by  this  time  had  increased  to  82,000. 

After  a  lapse  of  two  years,  Mr  Charles  D.  Chalmers,  nephew  and 
successor  of  the  venerable  printer  and  publisher  of  that  name, 
launched  the  Directory  of  1856-7.  In  this  issue  there  is  no  attempt 
at  elaboration.  The  usual  lists  are  included,  but  there  is  an  entire 
absence  of  commentary  of  any  kind.  The  typography,  however, 
is  excellent,  and  the  practical  get  up  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 
The  population  shows  an  increase  to  about  86,000. 

Messrs  Hill  &  Alexander,  of  the  Dundee  Courier,  Key's  Close, 
Nethergate,  on  behalf  of  the  emploj'ees  of  the  Post  Office,  brought 
out  the  Directory  of  1858-9.  It  is  more  bulky  in  size  because  of  the 
extension  of  tlie  habitable  area,  the  population  at  this  date,  according 
to  a  recent  return  of  the  Registrar-General,  having  risen  to  an 
aggregate  of  92,515.  Trade  was  subject  to  fits  and  starts,  the 
money  market  was  unstable,  and  trouble  abroad  gave  rise  ta 
iincertaintj^  and  apprehension. 
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Messrs  Bowes  Brothers,  whose  premises  were  the  first  flat,  corner 
of  Reform  Street  and  High  Street,  west  side— )iow  incorporated  in 
Strathtay  House  Buildings — wei-e  entrusted  with  tlie  printing  of  the 
Directory  of  1861-2.  It  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Post  Office 
employees,  and  the  new  premises  at  Meadowside,  which  had  recently 
been  opened,  makes  an  appropriate  frontispiece.  Exclusive  of 
seamen,  who  numbered  3000,  the  actual  population  of  the  tovv^n  is 
placed  at  91,511,  being  a  lower  figure  than  that  mentioned  in  185S-9. 
The  latter,  presumably,  had  included  seafaring  men. 

Messrs  J.  P.  Mathew  &  Co. ,  whose  name  has  been  closely  asso- 
ciated M'ith  the  Directory  for  nearly  half  a  century,  in  1864-5  became 
identified  with  it,  the  Directory  of  these  years  having  been  printed  by 
the  firm  at  their  office,  Meadowside  (now  top  of  Commercial  Street). 
Amplified  in  scope,  it  embraces  a  wide  range  of  information,  and  as 
a  Post  Office  business  guide,  directed  by  employees  of  that  depart- 
ment, it  is  correct  to  the  most  minute  detail.  In  this,  and  in  the 
Directories  of  1867-8,  1869-70,  and  ]  871-2,  the  suburban  areas  have 
been  incorporated,  and  full  lists  of  names  in  Broughty  Ferry, 
Lochee,  Newport,  and  rural  districts  are  appended. 

In  the  latter  year  the  Directory  became  the  property  of 
the  Messrs  Mathew.  Froin  1874-5  till  1885-6  it  was  issued 
every  two  years,  and  thereafter  it  became  an  annual  publica- 
tion. That  no  effort  has  been  spared  by  the  Proprietors  to  make 
it  corcplete  in  all  essentials  is  shown  in  the  exhaustive  range  of 
exclusive  information  its  ever -increasing  pages  contain.  From 
its  reliability  on  all  matters  appertaining  to  business,  the  Directory 
is  yearly  becoming  more  a,nd  moi'e  a  necessary  adjunct  to  every  well- 
equipped  establishment,  and  invaluable  as  a  guide  to  the  town  and 
neighbourhood. 

The  premises  of  the  Directory  have  figured  not  inconspicuously  in 
the  city  improvements.  When  the  elaboration  of  Meadowside  was 
resolved  upon,  Meadowside  Printing  Office,  from  v/hich  the  Directory 
was  then  published,  formed  an  integral  part  of  the  scheme.  Situated 
at  the  junction  of  Meadow  Entry  with  Fenton  Street,  and  opposite 
east  corner  of  Albert  Institute  Buildings,  it  was  one  of  the  earliest 
structures  cleared  away  to  make  room  for  North  Commercial  Street 
in  1876.  The  site  is  now  practically  covered  by  the  offices  of  Messrs 
Thomas  Thornton,  Son,  &  Co.,  solicitors.  A  removal  at  that  time 
was  made  by  the  firm  to  new  premises  in  Cowgate,  from  which  the 
Directory  has  since  been  issued.  Latterly,  when  the  exigencies  of 
traffic  drew  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to  the  necessity  of 
widening  that  thoroughfare,  it  v/as  largely  due  to  the  initiative  of 
the  Messrs  Mathew  that  the  work  was  oitered  upon  with  a  degree 
of  celerity.  A  complete  reconstruction  of  Cowgate  and  St  Andrew's 
Street  was  involved,  and  in  the  long  run  the  obvious  desirability 
of  providing  facilities  to  cope  with  an  exijanding  traffic  rendered  it 
inevitable  that  the  scheme  should  be  duly  carried  out.  By  this 
improvement  Cowgate,  an  old  burglial  thoroughfare,  has  been 
transformed  into  one  of  the  finest  of  our  modern  commercial 
avenues.  Architecturally  the  new  build  it; gs  co)nbine  the  qualities 
of  the  ornate  with  the  substantial. 
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Ca:ston  House,  a  handsome,  Avell-propoi'tioned  structure  of  three 
storeys,  forms  the  central  block  of  the  improved  street.  On  the  site  of 
old  Tannage  Court,  behind  the  front  building,  there  are  large  works  in 
which  the  kindred  crafts  of  printing,  lithography,  and  bookbinding 
are  conducted  on  a  large  scale.  The  workrooms  in  each  instance  are 
provided  with  the  latest  appliances,  and  scrupulous  attention 
throughout  has  been  paid  to  hj^gienic  conditions.  The  whole  is 
lighted  by  electricity,  an  installation  of  which  has  been  erected  on  . 
the  premises.  A  photograph  of  Caxton  House  accompanies  the 
current  issue  of  the  Director^^ 

A  century's  progress,  as  manifested  in  the  ev^olution  of  a  great  City, 
is  a  subject  worthy  of  study  ;  and  brief  as  is  the  foregoing  out- 
line, the  facts  relating  thereto  have  been  collated  from  reliable 
sources.  From  a  scrutiny  of  Directories  covering  the  period 
from  1809  till  1909,  it  was  observed  that  each  stage  of  develop- 
ment is  crisply  earmarked.  Reading  between  the  lines,  it 
was  noted  that  Dundee  had  been  fortunate,  industrially  and 
municipally,  in  having  men  of  grit  at  the  head  of  aifairs.  Making 
due  allowance  for  shortcomings,  they  seem  to  have  been  imbued 
with  a  high  sense  of  duty,  and  under  limited  conditions  did  their  best 
according  to  their  lights  as  opportunity  offered.  Still,  after  all,  pro- 
gress v/as  sluggish,  and  it  was  not  until  the  advent  of  the  fifties  and 
sixties  that  the  energies  of  the  burgh  underwent  a  wholesome 
quickening.  Dundee  often  was  assailed  with  periods  of  great  stress, 
but  as  a  recompense  it  was  as  often  redeemed  by  periods  of 
prosperity.  In  these  years  the  pendulum  swung  the  right  way. 
Numerous  industrial  concerns  in  due  course  made  their  appearance, 
machinery  superseded  manual  labour,  and  the  field  of  commerce 
was  enormously  widened.  Changes  on  a  great  scale,  too,  took 
place  in  the  aspect  of  the  town  ;  former  suburbs  disappeared,  and  in 
their  stead  huge  ranges  of  buildings  were  upreared.  Imposing 
mansions  in  the  most  delectable  neighbourhoods  indicated  wealth  ; 
amongst  the  m.iddle  classes  there  was  comparative  affluence  ;  and 
the  wage  bill  of  working  people  was  largely  augmented.  With  the 
influx  of  population  many  of  the  oldest  quarters  of  the  town  became 
abnormally  congested,  and  the  death-rate  maintained  a  high  register. 
Matters  in  this  respect  became  so  accentuated  that  by  the  time  the 
Directory  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Messrs  Mathew  a  reaction  had 
set  in.  Healthy  public  opinion  demanded  a  clearance  of  these  hotbeds 
of  disease,  which  threatened  the  commonweal.  Under  the  Improve- 
ment Act  of  1871  groups  of  effete  structures,  therefore,  were 
displaced,  new  streets  were  opened,  and  the  City  modernised.  Great 
constructive  schemes  have  since  been  effected,  of  each  of  which,  in  a 
concrete  waj^,  the  Directory  has  taken  cognisance.  Whilst  it  is 
recognised  that  splendid  results  have  accrued  therefrom,  and  manifold 
benefits  have  been  conferred  upon  the  community  at  large,  there  is, 
however,  a  regrettable  side  that  cannot  be  overlooked.  It  is  this. 
In  the  midst  of  our  enterprise  and  keen  competition  we  have  allowed 
ourselves  to  be  thirled  to  one  great  branch  of  industr3^  to  the  neglect 
of  others  of  less  note,  which,  had  they  been  fostered  and  duly  culti- 
vated, would  have  proved  of  immense  advantage  as  substitutes  when 
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depression  set  in.  Still,  despite  these  discrepancies,  and  looking  at  the 
matter  in  a  broader  light,  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  onr  good 
City.  The  narrow,  sinuous  streets  knovv  n  to  a  fornier  period  have  been 
replaced  by  others,  well-proportioned,  equal  in  spaciovisness  to  any 
in  the  land,  and  embellished  with  fabrics  that  would  be  a  credit 
to  any  city.  Educationally,  useful  as  the  old  system  was, 
it  is  far  eclipsed  by  our  great  schools,  our  Academies,  College, 
Technical  College,  and  numerous  felicitous  agencies,  the  sole  aim 
of  which  is  to  afford,  ample  means  for  the  training  of  youth, 
ranging  from  the  rudimentary  stage  to  the  higher  academic 
branches.  In  philanthropy  we  have  not  been  laggard.  Our 
ameliorative  institutions  are  numerous,  and  in  their  operation 
exercise  a  widespread  beneficent  influence.  As  a  progressive  com- 
munity, in  a  comparative  sense,  no  other  town  or  city  has  surpassed 
us  either  in  enterprise  or  commercial  activity.  Great  projects  have 
been  successfully  launched  by  the  Corpora tioii ,  as,  for  instance, 
our  splendid  Lintrathen  Water  Supply,  the  mv.nicipalising  of  the 
Gas  and  Tramway  undertakings,  and  the  establishment  of  a  com- 
prehensive installation  of  Electricity,  the  resources  of  which  are 
applied  to  power  and  lighting.  The  recreation  of  the  people  has  not 
been  overlooked,  and  public  parks,  conjoined  with  which  there  is  an 
extensive  Esplanade,  have  been  provided  for  their  delectation.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  is  a  regrettable  side  to  be  looked  at.  IJespite 
the  facilities  our  noble  river  affords,  shipbuilding  for  long  has  been  a 
shrinking  pursuit,  so  m.uch  so  that  it  threatens  virtuallj^  to  become 
extinct  ;  and,  to  judge  from  present  indications,  ironfounding  and 
the  building  trades  are  to  remain  at  ebb  for  some  j^ears.  In  the 
textile  industry  for  quite  a  lengthened  period  no  new  mills  or 
factories  have  been  erected,  though  extensions  have  been  many. 
Notwithstanding  these  drawbacks,  unfortunate  as  they  are,  if 
we  look  backward  a  glance  will  suffice  to  show  the  tremendous 
upheaval  to  which  Dundee  has  been  subjected  within  the  circuit  of  a 
single  century.  In  1809  it  presented  all  the  characteristics  of  an 
antique,  if  not  decadent,  town.  Trade  was  infinitesim.al,  and  wealth 
was  limited.  To-day  the  output  of  our  products  is  colossal,  and 
reaches  all  the  markets  of  the  world.  The  trader  of  yore  was  removed 
only  a  degree  above  his  fellows.  Now  he  is  represented  by  the 
merchant  prince.  In  1809  the  inhabitants  were  enumerated  at 
30,000.  To-day  Dundee  is  an  up-to-date  City  with  a  population  of 
170,206. 
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HETROSPEGT  OF  THE  YEAH  1909-10. 

A  RETROSPECT  of  the  3'ear,  in  as  far  as  it  affects  the  City,  in  some 
aspects  is  gratifying  ;  in  others  it  is  all  the  other  way.  It  is  gratify- 
ing because,  from  certain  standpoints,  industrially  there  has  been 
small  cause  for  complaint.  Manufacturers  and  all  interested  in  our 
staple  prodvicts  have  had  a  fair  measure  of  prosperity.  It  has  been 
remarked  that  1909,  despite  its  shortcomings,  was  fruitful  of  points 
worthy  of  stud3\  Probably  there  was  not  all  round  much  of  the 
profit-making  element  in  it ;  but  it  is  claimed,  as  a  whole,  that 
certain  dealers  in  the  manufactured  article  were  exceedingly  success- 
ful in  their  transactions,  the  returns  from  which,  in  some  instances, 
it  is  said,  being  liandsome.  On  the  other  hand,  though  mills  and 
factories  have  been  fairly  busy,  it  is  undeniable  there  has  existed 
coincident  with  it  a  large  amount  of  unemployment.  The  blame  of 
this,  however,  cannot  be  laid  at  the  door  of  slackness  in  manufac- 
tures. It  has  arisen  rather  from  other  sources,  principally  the 
universal  depression  in  those  trades  which  depend  almost  exclusively 
upon  constructive  work,  with  the  outcome  that  hundreds  of  workmen 
have  unavoidably  been  thrown  into  the  labour  market.  Fortunately 
there  has  been  abundance  of  scope  for  female  workers.  In  numerous 
instances,  therefore,  the  support  of  households  devolved  exclusively 
upon  women,  who  became  the  bread-winners.  Despite  this  fact, 
there  was  much  indigence  and  privation,  involving  the  curtailment  of 
the  common  necessities  of  life,  and  though  relief  works  were  started, 
the  succour  thus  rendered  did  little  more  than  meet  the  exigencies  of 
the  moment.  Since  then  the  City  has  been  depleted  of  a  vast  number 
of  able  craftsmen.  Some  have  gone  to  other  labour  centres,  but  the 
majority  have  found  a  refuge  in  emigration  to  our  Colonies,  especially 
to  Canada. 

Municipally,  administrative  work  deserves  commendation.  In 
addition  to  minor  undertakings,  of  which  there  were  ma,ny^  much 
attention  has  been  devoted  by  the  Council  to  pretentious  schemes. 
The  P'lectric  Station  at  Carolina  Poi-t  was  finished  early  in  1910  ;  and 
the  renovation  of  the  City  Churches,  which  included  the  laying  out  of 
the  grounds,  is  now  well  advanced.  In  connection  with  the  Free 
Library,  the  Carnegie  Reading-Room  at  Ward  Road,  a  Branch 
Library  at  Blackscroft,  and  improvements  on  Albert  Buildings  are 
going  forward.  The  new  Central  Baths  at  West  Protection  Wall,  a 
Bcheme  of  considerable  magnitude,  are  well  advanced  ;  and  an  exten- 
sion has  been  made  to  the  Baths  and  Wash-Houses  at  Caldrum 
Street.  Apart  from  these  and  similar  phases  of  the  City's  improve- 
ments, there  are  being  foreshadowed  movements  the  ultimate  aim  of 
which  is  to  altogether  change  the  appearance  of  the  central  area.  The 
necessity  for  reconstruction  has  recently  and  most  pertinently  come  to 
the  front.  In  fact,  the  fulfilment  of  this  much-needed  betterment  is 
only  a  question  of  time,  and  the  undertaking,  gigantic  as  it  is,  will, 
from  the  nature  of  things,  have  to  be  faced.  Another  scheme  of 
unusual  extent  is  to  be  proceeded  with  without  delay.  The  consumpt 
of  our  public  water  supply  of  late  has  been  so  great  that  the  Water 
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Commission,  to  avert  any  inconvenience  that  might  arise  from  a 
possible  shortage,  have  determined  to  raise  the  level  of  Lintrathen 
Loch  embankment  about  4  feet  all  round.  The  widening  of  Magdalen 
Yard  Road  at  its  junction  with  Perth  Road,  which  for  long  had  been 
on  the  tapis,  is  now  happily  effected,  and  the  improvement  is  well 
worth  the  expenditure. 

Progressive  Municipalists  for  a  time  have  given  expression  to  their 
aspirations  after  a  greater  Dundee  and  all  its  concomitants.  The 
success  which  has  attended  the  incorporation  of  Downfield  has 
stimulated  the  desire  to  apply  the  policy  of  annexation  to  Broughty 
Ferry  and  Monifieth,  a  course  which  has  met  with  small  favour 
by  the  representatives  of  these  suburban  burghs.  The  lighting 
of  common  stairs  by  electricity,  after  years  of  agitation,  has 
now  been  entered  upon.  The  system  is  being  widely  adopted,  and  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  Electric  Department  to  apply  it  to  the  whole  City. 

Apart  from  these  and  kindred  undertakings,  others  of  a  semi- 
public  character  have  been  carried  on  simultaneously.  The  Technical 
College  and  School  of  Art  in  Bell  Street,  a  splendid  edifice,  is  almost 
completed  ;  and  on  26th  November  1909  the  Physics  Laboratory  at 
University  College  was  formally  opened.  The  importance  of  Dundee 
as  a  naval  base  has  been  signalised  by  the  Admiralty  selecting  certain 
portions  of  the  Harbour  for  the  docking  of  destroyers  a^nd  submarines, 
quite  a  number  of  this  type  of  flotilla  being  accommodated  therein. 

Educational  requirements  year  by  year  are  on  the  side  of  expan- 
sion. New  schools  are  demanded  on  all  hands,  and  those  that  are 
already  in  use  have  become  so  circumscribed  in  their  accommodation 
that  orders  have  been  issued  demanding  their  virtual  reconstruction. 
This  is  the  case  with  respect  to  the  Academies,  in  both  of  which  the 
alterations  proposed  are  of  such  a  drastic  nature  that  they  are 
tantamount  to  the  erection  of  entirely  new  buildings.  Efforts  are  to 
be  made  by  the  Board  to  minimise  these  injunctions,  but  as  the 
principle  is  likely  to  be  applied  to  all  existing  schools  it  is  feared 
their  overtures  will  meet  with  slight  encouragement.  A  large 
elementary  school  in  Dens  Road,  it  is  anticipated,  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  After  months  of 
negotiation,  the  Board  has  ratified  an  agreement  for  a  lease  of  offices 
for  the  transaction  of  educational  business  in  new  premises  at  junction 
of  Murraygate  and  Gowgate,  adjoining  those  of  the  Directory. 

It  is  desirable  to  point  out  that  in  our  present  issue  the  Plan  of 
Monifieth  has  been  extended  and  now  includes  the  Golf  Course. 

Many  citizens  of  honoured  worth  and  repute  have  been  called 
hence  during  the  year.  Among  these  are  included  Mr  John 
Smith,  of  Adderley,  Monifieth,  a  notable  Anglo-Indian  ;  Mr 
William  Thomson,  a  successful  advocate,  and  son  of  ex-Bailie 
Thomson,  of  Dundee  and  Newport  ;  Mr  D,  Gordon  Stewart, 
a  prominent  local  lawyer  ;  Mr  Victor  Fraenkl,  the  chief  of  one  of 
the  leading  firms,  and  a  public  man  of  exceptional  ability  ;  Captain 
D.  G.  Clayhills  Henderson,  R.N. ,  the  proprietor  of  Invergowrie,  a 
man  of  great  force  of  character,  who  interested  himself  in  the  affairs 
of  the  County  and  City  ;  Canon  Phelan,  the  esteemed  ciei'gyman  of 
St  Mary's  R.C.  Church,  Forebank  ;  Miss  Jessie  Shaw,  who  devoted 
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most  of  her  lifetime  to  the  furtherance  of  education  ;  Rev.  Dr  P.  L. 
Burr,  of  Lundie  and  Fov/'lis,  for  nearlj''  forty  years  Clerk  of  Dundee 
Presbytery  ;  Rev.  John  Duke,  at  one  time  the  earnest  pastor  of 
Weilgate  U.F.  Church  ;  Mr  James  Stevenson,  manufacturer  and 
publicist  ;  Mr  Andrew  Robertson,  district  goods  agent,  Caledonian 
Railv.ay  ;  after  a  long  lifetime,  Mr  Richard  A.  Miller,  a  gentleman 
of  position  and  repute  ;  Mr  J.  Nisbet  Hamilton  Ogilvy,  brother 
of  the  late  Sir  John  Ogilvj^,  Bart.  ;  Mr  James  Shaw,  manufac- 
turer, one  of  the  founders  of  the  Church  oi  Scotland  Office-Bearers' 
Association  ;  Mr  William  Thornton,  of  Thornton,  son  of  the  late 
Sir  Thomas  Thornton,  Town  Clerk  ;  Sir  Reginald  H.  A.  Ogilvy, 
Bart.,  of  Inverquharity,  a  gentleman  of  wide  experience  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Shire  and  City,  and  a  willing  promoter  of  every  good  scheme  ; 
Captain  F.  C.  A.  Ogilvy,  R.N.,  son  of  Sir  Reginald  ;  Dr  A.  J. 
Duncan,  a  well-known  medical  man  ;  Mr  James  H.  Henderson,  The 
Gows,  Invergowrie  ;  Mr  W.  L.  Boase,  Binrock,  manufacturer  and 
cultured  gentleman  ;  Mr  Alexander  Agnew,  for  many  yea^rs  Pro- 
curator-Fiscal ;  and  Mr  James  Hunter,  jun.,  solicitor. 

In  common  with  other  communities,  the  death  of  King  Edward 
Vil.  was  regarded  in  Dundee  with  the  deepest  regret  and  sorrow, 
the  expression  of  which  was  manifest  and  far-reaching.  On  20th. 
May,  the  day  on  which  the  remains  of  His  Majesty  were  interred  at 
Windsor  Castle,  special  services  were  conducted  in  several  of  the 
churches  in  the  city.  Town  and  county  dignitaries,  officials,  and 
members  of  public  bodies,  marching  in  procession  attended  these  func- 
tions. As  a  mark  of  respect  most  of  the  shops  and  places  of  business 
were  closed  for  several  hours,  and  the  public  works  were  shiit  down 
for  the  day  at  noon.  On  jMay  9tli  George  V.  was  proclaimed  King 
in  front  of  the  Town  House  in  presence  of  an  immense  multitude.

On   South 
side  of  East  Dock  street,  at  the  West  end   of  the  Dundee  and  Arbroath 
Joint  Railway   Station.      3.    On  the   West  side  of  the  Quay  or  street  on 
the  West  side   of  Victoria  Dock,  opposite  the   East  end   of  the   Custom- 
house.     4.    On  North-east  end  of  Esplanade,  beside  Tay  Bridge   Station. 
5.  On  West   side  of  South  Union  street,  immediately   to  the  South  of  the 
Caledonian  Railway  Station,     6.  On  the  centre  of  the  High  street,  immediately 
to  the  east  of  the  ToAvn  House.

For  any  distance  betwixt  the  High  street  stance,  or  the  Meadowside  stance 
and  any  pla<!e  within  the  area  embraced  within  the  j)lace  known  as  Lilybanlf 
toll-bar  and  Taybank  gate  on  the  east,  the  places  at  which  existed  the  Blackness 
and  Logie  toU-bars  on  the  west,  and  Dudhope  terrace,  Somerville  place,  head  oi ' 
Bonnethill,  and  Stobswell,  on  the  north, — One  Shilling :  And  should  any  Hack- 
ney Carriage  be  engaged  at  any  stance  or  place  other  than  either  of  the  twc 
before  mentioned,  the  fare  shall  be  only  One  Shilling  for  any  distance  traversed 
within  the  said  area,  if  not  more  than  from  either  of  said  stances.     The  fare 
shall  also  be  One  Shilling  mthin  the  following  circuit  wheresoever  within  sucl: 
circrdt  the  carriage  may  be  engaged  :  namely,  within  a  circuit  commencing  al 
the  foot  of  Shepherd's  loan  (Magdalen  green),  and  passing  by  Shepherd's  loar. 
to  the  jvmction  of  Hawkhill  and  Perth  road,  and  thence  by  Hawkhill,  anc 
Annfield  road,  Cherryfield,  and  Scoiu-ingburn,  to  the  junction  of  Milnbanl 
road    and    Polepark  road,    and  thence   to   Dudhope   Free   Church  at    thi 
junction  of  Lochee  road  and  Polepark  road,  and  proceeding  by  Dudhope  house 
Dudhope  terrace,  Somerville  place.  Constitution  street,  Rosebank  street,  Ani 
street,  Cotton  road,  Laing  street,  and  Dura  street  to  Brown  Constable  street 
and  thenoe  by  Lyon  street,  Raglan  street,  and  Lower  Lilybank  to  Brought^ 
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Ferry  road,  and  terminating  on  said  Ferry  road  at  Springhill  or  Carolina  port. 

In  cases  to  which  neither  of  the  rules  prescribed  in  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding article  may  be  applicable,  the  following  shall  apply,  viz. — From  any 
place  to  any  other  place  within  five  miles  from  the  General  Post  Office  of  the 
burgh,  if  not  more  than  a  mile.  One  Shilling  ;  and  for  each  additional  half- 
mile,  or  any  part  of  a  half-mile.  Sixpence  additional. 

The  foregoing  fares  to  apply  to  cases  where  the  number  of  passengers  does 
not  exceed  four.  If  five  passengers  are  carried,  Sixpence  extra,  irrespective  of 
mileage  or  distance,  may  be  charged.  In  the  case  of  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age,  two  are  to  be  reckoned  and  charged  for  as  one  adult. 

When  engaged  by  the  hour  in  shopping  or  calls,  the  fares  shall  be,  per  hour 
Two  Shillings  ;  and  when  engaged  by  the  hour  in  pleasure  or  country  driving, 
Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 

When  required  to  ply  after  eleven  o'clock  iJ.m.  to  twelve  o'clock  p.m.,  a  fare 
and  a-half  to  be  charged  ;  after  twelve  o'clock  ]).m.  to  five  o'clock  a.m.,  double 
fares  ;  after  five  o'clock  a.m.  till  six  o'clock  a.m. ,  a  fare  and  a-half  to  be  charged. 

Luggage  not  exceeding  in  weight  100  lbs.  shall  be  taken  free  of  charge ;  above 
that  weight  it  shall  be  liable  to  a  charge  of  Sixpence  extra. 

Half  fares  to  be  charged  for  returning  by  the  same  carriage  (when  not  engaged 
by  time),  but  the  carriage  not  to  be  detained  beyond  fifteen  minutes,  unless  by 
agreement.  If  a  carriage  be  required  to  take  up  two  or  more  parties  at  different 
places,  or  to  go  out  of  the  ordinary  route  betwixt  two  places,  Sixpence  extra 
may  be  charged. 

When  a  carriage  is  called,  but  not  used,  a  charge  of  Sixpence  will  be  allowed 
if  the  place  to  which  it  is  called  be  under  half  a  mile  from  the  nearest  stand, 
and  One  Shilling  if  beyond  said  distance. 

Any  party  shall  be  entitled  to  withhold  payment  of  the  Fare  :  When  the 
Name  and  Number  are  not  painted  outside,  or  when  there  is  no  card  or  plate 
inside  the  carriage  in  terms  of  the  Bye-Laws.  When  the  Reference  Ticket  is  not 
offered  on  being  asked  for.  When  the  Bye-Laws,  Table  of  Fares,  and  Driver's 
License,  are  not  shown  on  demand  ;  and  when  an  Overcharge  is  made. 

Persons  contravening  any  of  the  foregoing  Bye-Laws  shall  be  liable  (except  in 
special  cases  where  other  penalties  are  hereinbefore  stipulated)  in  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  for  each  offence,  but  with  power  to  the  Judge  to 
remit  the  whole  penalty. 

Taxi-Cabs. — Taxi-Cabs  are  subject  to  the  Bye-Laws  applicable  to  Hackney 
Carriages  so  far  as  these  Bye-Laws  are  applicable  to  Motor  Cabs  or  as  such 
may  be  made  adaptable  to  Motor  Cabs,  and  on  the  following  conditions  as 
regards  fares,  &c.,  viz.  : — (1)  Not  exceeding  one  mile  for  a  party  not  exceeding 
;four  adult  persons.  Is  ;  (2)  for  each  additional  quarter  of  a  mile  or  part 
thereof,  3d  ;  (3)  when  the  Motor  Cab  is  kept  waiting,  the  fare  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  4s  per  hour,  or  at  the  rate  of  Is  per  quarter  of  an  hour,  or  at  the  rate 
of  3d,  6d,  9d,  and  Is  for  each  equal  part  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ;  (4)  ordinary 
fare  to  be  charged  between  6  a.m.  and  12  midnight  and  double  fare  between 
12  midnight  and  6  a.m.  ;  (5)  the  fare  of  a  Taxi-Cab  to  be  used  in  shopping  or 
calls  or  pleasure  or  country  driving  to  be  according  to  agreement  to  be  made 
between  hirer  and  owner  ;  (6)  no  charge  to  be  made  for  going  from  stance  or 
parage  to  hirer's  premises  until  the  driver  has  intimated  his  arrival  to  the 
hirer,  when,  if  required  to  wait,  the  rate  per  hour  stated  in  condition  (3) 
Bommences  ;  and  (7)  luggage  under  one  hundred  pounds  in  weight  to  be 
carried  free.

On  Week  Days  the  Office  is  open  for  Postal  business  (including  Postal 
Orders)  from  7.0  a.m.  till  9  p.m. ;  and  for  Prloney  Order,  Old  Age  Pension, 
Savings  Bank,  Life  Insurance,  and  Annuity  business,  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 
Stamps,  in  limited  quantities,  can  be  had  at  the  Telegraph  counter,  from  9' 
p.m.  till  7.0  a.m.  on  Week  Days  and  all  day  on  Sunday. 

Between  10  a.m.  and  4  p.m.,  postage  on  inland  letters,  parcels,  &c.,  may 
be  prepaid  at  the  Head  Office  in  money  instead  of  stamps,  provided  the 
amount  paid  be  in  no  case  less  than  £1. 

On  Sunday  the  Office  is  open  for  Postal  business  from  12.30  p.m.  till  1.30 
p.m.  only,  but  the  Letter-Box  remains  open  as  on  other  days. 

For  Telegraph  and  Telephone  business  there  is  attendance  continuously 
during  the  day  and  night,  both  on  Week  Days  and  Sundays.

Inland  Kates  of  Postage — Letters. 

Inland  letters  are  those  which  pass  between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
including  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Orkney,  Shetland,  Scilly,  and  Channel  Islands. 

The  prepaid  rate  of  postage  is  as  follows,  viz.  :— 

For  a  weight  not  exceeding  4  oz.,     -         -         -     Id. 
For  each  additional  2  oz.,  -        -        -         -     Jd. 

A  letter  posted  unpaid  is  chargeable  on  delivery  with  double  postage  ;  and 
a  letter  posted  insufficiently  prepaid  is  chargeable  with  double  the  deficiency. 

Petitions  and  Addresses  to  the  King  are  exempt  from  postage.  Members  of 
Parliament  may  also  receive  by  post  Petitions  and  Addresses  to  His  Majesty, 
and  Petitions  to  Parliament,  not  exceeding  2  lbs.  in  weight,  exempt  from 
postage,  provided  such  be  sent  without  covers,  or  in  covers  open  at  ends. 

No  letter  may  be  above  24  inches  in  length,  12  inches  in  width,  or  12  inches  in 
depth,  unless  it  be  sent  to  or  from  one  of  the  Government  Offices. 

Books  containing  eighteen  Id  stamps  and  eleven  |d  stamps  are  issued, 
price  2s. 

Letter  Cards  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  4  for  4Jd,  or  9s  per  parcel  of  96. 

Embossed  Envelopes  bearing  a  penny  stamp  are  sold  at  the  following  rates  : — 
"  A  "  size  (4|  in.  by  3i^  in. ),  20  for  Is  lOd ;  "  Commercial "  size  [b-^-^  in.  by  3|  in. ), 
16  for  Is  5d. 

Inland  Post — Newspapers. 

The  prepaid  postage  on  every  registered  inland  newspaper  (including  any 
supplement  thereto)  is  one  halfpenny,  but  a  packet,  containing  two  or  more

registered  newspapers,  is  not  liable  to  a  higher  rate  than  would  be  chargeable 
on  an  ordinary  packet  of  printed  matter  of  the  same  weight. 

Any  publication  fulfilling  the  subjoined  conditions  can,  upon  payment  of  an 
annual  fee  of  5s,  be  registered  at  the  General  Post  Office  for  circulation 
within  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  newspaper.  Unregistered,  a  newspaper  is 
treated  as  any  other  printed  matter. 

a.  The  publication  must  consist  wholly  or  in  great  part  of  political  or 

other  news,  or  of  articles  relating  thereto,  or  to  other  current  topics, 
with  or  without  advertisements. 

b.  It  must  be  printed  and  published  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  and  in  num- 

bers at  intervals  of  not  more  than  seven  days. 
4i.  The  full  title  and  date  of  publication  must  be  printed  at  the  top  of  the 
first  page,  and  the  whole  or  part  of  the  title,  and  the  date,  at  the  top  of 
every  subsequent  page. 
d.  A  supplement  must  consist  wholly  or  in  gi-eat  part  of  matter  like  that 
of  a  newspaper,  or  of  advertisements,  printed  on  a  sheet  or  sheets  put 
together  at  so:ne  one  part  of  the  newspaper  whether  gummed  or  stitched 
up  with  the  newspaper  or  not ;  or  it  must  consist  wholly  or  in  part  of 
engravings,  prints,  or  lithographs  illustrative  of  articles  in  the  paper.     It 
must  in  every  case  be  published  with  the  newspaper,  and  have  the  title 
of  the  newspaper  i^rinted  at  the  top  of  every  page.     The  supplement 
may  not  exceed  the  newsjjaper  itself  in  bulk. 
A  newspaper,  if  posted  in  a  cover,  must  have  such  cover  open  at  both  ends, 
to  admit  of  easy  examination,  and  so  folded  that  the  title  may  be  readily 
inspected.     The  cover  must  not  bear  anything  except  the  name  and  address  of 
sender  and  addressee,  with  index  or  reference  numbers  or  letters,  the  words 
"with  compliments,"  a  request  for  return  in  case  of  non-delivery,  the  title  of 
the  newspaper,  and  a  reference  to  any  place  in  the  newspaper  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  addressee  is  directed. 

A  newspaper  must  not  contain  any  unregistered  publication  or  any  enclosure 
of  any  kind,  except  a  supplement  relative  to  such  newspaper. 

A  packet  of  newspapers  must  not  weigh  above  5  lbs, ,  or  exceed  two  feet  in 
length,  one  foot  in  width,  or  one  in  depth. 

Newspaper  wrappers  are  sold  at  the  following  prices  : — Bearing  halfpenny 
stamp,  at  the  rate  of  7  for  4d  or  .5s  .S|d  per  parcel  of  120 ;  bearing  penny 
stamp,  at  the  rate  of  8  for  S^d  or  3s  61(1  per  parcel  of  40. 
Inland  Post — Halfpenny  Packets. 
The  Halfpenny  Packet  Post  can  be  used  only  for  packets  not  exceeding 
2  oz.  in  weight. 

Printed  or  written  matter  not  in  the  nature  of  a  letter,  and  printed  or 
written  on  paper  or  some  substance  ordinarily  used  for  printing  or  writing, 
may  be  transmitted  by  the  halfpenny  post.  The  folloAving  documents  may 
also  be  sent : — 

Commercial  or  business  papers  of  a  formal  character,  namely,  invoices, 
orders  for  goods  or  for  work  to  be  done,  confirmations  of  orders,  advice 
notes  of  the  despatch  or  receipt  of  letters,  documents,  goods,  or  money 
(with  or  without  instructions  for  their  further  treatment),  waybills, 
bills  of  lading,  receipts  for  goods  or  money,  statements  of  account, 
price  lists,  prices  current,  market  reports,  delivery  and  shipping  notes, 
tenders  for  goods  or  advertisements,  estimates  for  work  to  be  done, 
quotations  for  goods,  inquiries  for  quotations,  contract  notes,  confirm- 
ations of  contracts,  share  transfer  notices,  and  such  other  similar 
documents  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
Notices  of  assessments  and  applications  for  payment  of  rates  issued  bj' 
officers  employed  in  the  collection  of  rates.  Notices  relating  to  regis- 
tration of  voters  at  jiarliamentary  and  local  government  elections. 
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Notices,  certificates,  reports,  and  returns  given  or  made  to  or  by  public 
officers  and  local  authorities  or  other  public  bodies  in  discharge  of  their 
public  duties.  Lists  and  tabular  statements.  Conditions. — That  the 
document  consist  of  a  printed  form,  and  that  any  writing  refer  solely 
to  its  subject-matter,  or  consist  of  formulas  of  courtesy  or  of  a  conven- 
tional cliaracter  not  exceeding  five  words  or  initials. 

Deeds,  agreements,  proposals  and  policies  of  insurance,  and  formal 
papers  necessarily  incident  to  insurance,  powers  of  attorney,  proxy 
papers,  licences,  voting  papers,  and  certificates.  Conditions. — That 
nothing  appear  in  the  document  in  writing  which  does  not  form  part 
of  the  document  as  a  legal  or  formal  instrument. 

Circulars  (that  is,  printed  notices  and  letters),  printed  visiting  cards, 
Christmas,  New  Year,  Easter,  and  birthday  cards.  Conditions. — That 
nothing  appear  in  writing  in  tlie  document  excej^t  dates,  hours,  and 
j)articulars  of  times  ;  names,  addresses,  and  descriptions  of  parties ; 
particulars  of  goods  and  of  sums  of  money  ;  mode  of  consignment  or 
delivery  of  goods  or  money ;  terms  of  business ;  index  or  reference 
numbers  and  letters  ;  corrections  of  errors  in  print ;  place,  character, 
and  objects  of  meetings  or  appointments  ;  formulas  of  courtesy  or  of  a 
conventional  character  not  exceeding  five  words  or  initials. 

Manuscript  for  press  and  jninted  proofs  (including  information  for 
insertion  in  directories  and  similar  publications)  with  corrections  and 
instructions.  Conditions. — That  any  writing  not  forming  part  of  the 
docu.ment  itself  refer  solely  to  the  arrangement  or  correction  of  the 
type  or  to  the  execution  of  the  work. 

Educational  exercises  and  examination  papers,  with  comments,  correc- 
tions, and  instructions.  Conditions. — That  any  writing  not  forming 
part  of  the  document  itself  refer  solely  to  the  subject-matter  of  the 
exercise  or  to  the  questions  put  or  the  answers  thereto. 

In  the  above  definition  expressions  referring  to  print  or  printing  shall 
be  taken  to  refer  to  any  species  of  typeprinting  easy  to  recognize,  and 
to  include  lithography,  handstamping,  or  any  mechanical  process ; 
while  the  exi)ression  "writing"  shall  include  typewriting  and  any 
process  ordinarily  used  to  produce  a  single  document.  Documents 
printed  in  characters  resembling  those  of  the  type-writer,  or  produced 
from  type-written  originals,  may  only  be  sent  by  halfpenny  packet 
post  provided  that  they  are  handed  in  at  the  counter  of  the  Post 
Office,  that  special  attention  is  called  to  their  nature,  and  that  at  least 
20  copies  are  posted  at  the  same  time  ;  but  these  conditions  are  not 
enforced  when  the  documents  are  not  in  the  nature  of  a  letter,  or  are 
within  any  of  the  descriptions  specified  above. 

There  may  also  be  transmitted  by  halfpenny  iDacket  post : — 

Sketches,  drawings,  paintings,  photographs,  engravings,  maps,  plans,  and 
charts  on  paper  or  similar  substance  (not  brittle  or  fragile) ;  blotting 
books  and  pads,  and  coloured  papers  attached  to  price  lists  and  trade 
circulars ;  the  binding  or  mounting  of  any  article  sent  by  halfpenny 
post,  provided  it  be  of  a  kind  ordinarily  used  for  the  purpose  (not 
brittle  or  fragile),  and  be  transmitted  in  the  same  packet ;  anything 
necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of  the  above-mentioned  articles. 

Paper  money*  is  not  transmissible  in  a  halfpenny  packet. 

*The  term  "  paper  money  "  means  bank  notes,  money  orders,  postal  orders,  unobli- 
terated  postage  or  revenue  stamps,  exchequer  bills,  bank  post  bills,  bills  of  exchange, 
promissory  notes,  cheques,  credit  notes  which  entitle  the  holder  to  money  or  goods, 
orders  and  authorities  for  pa3'ment  of  money,  bonds,  coupons,  securities  for  money. 
But  the  following-  are  not  excluded  from  the  book  post : — Stamped  proxy  papers, 
or  a  stamped  and  addressed  post  card,  wrapper,  or  envelope  enclosed  for  return  to 
j;  the  sender  or  to  some  person  designated  by  the  sender. 
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Halfpenny  packets  should  be  posted  either  without  covers,  or  in  unfastened 
envelopes,  or  in  covers  which  can  be  easily  removed  for  the  purposes  of 
examination. 

In  order  to  secure  the  return  of  book-packets  which  cannot  be  delivered,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  senders  should  be  printed  or  written  outside  ;  thus, 
"  From of ." 

A  book-packet  mvist  not  exceed  2  feet  in  length  or  1  foot  in  width  or  depth. 

Embossed  Envelopes,  bearing  a  halfpenny  stamp,  are  sold  at  the  following 
rates: — "Commercial"  size  (5/^  in.  by  3|  in.),  8  for  4|d ;  "Foolscap"  size 
(8|in.  bySJin.),  10  for  6d. 

Inland  Post  Cards. 

Official  Post  Cards,  impressed  with  a  halfpenny  stamp,  and  official  reply 
Post  Cards  impressed  with  a  halfpenny  stamp  on  each  portion  of  them,  may 
be  transmitted  between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  with  letters  printed 
or  written  upon  the  back. 

Nothing  may  be  attached,  except  stamps  in  payment  of  postage  or  stamp 
duty,  a  gummed  label  (not  to  exceed  2  inches  by  f  inch)  bearing  the  address  at 
which  the  card  is  to  be  delivered,  a  similar  label  bearing  the  address  of  the 
sender,  and  illustrations  and  photos  on  very  thin  paper  completely  adherent 
to  the  card ;  nor  may  the  card  be  folded,  cut,  or  altered  in  such  a  way  as  to 
reduce  the  size  below  4  by  2|  inches.  The  right  hand  half  of  the  address 
side  is  reserved  exclusively  for  the  postage  stamp  and  the  address. 

A  Private  Card  becomes  a  Post  Card  when  it  has  a  halfpenny  stamp  affixed 
to  its  face.  It  must  be  composed  of  ordinary  cardboard,  not  thicker  than  the 
material  used  for  the  thickest  official  Post  Card,  and  not  thinner  than  the 
material  used  for  the  thinnest.  They  may  not  exceed  5^  by  3|  inches  in 
size,  or  be  less  than  4  by  2|  inches.  The  rules  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
also  apply  to  Private  Cards. 

Inland  Post  Cards  are  sold  at  the  following  rates  : — 

Stout  Cards  (41  in.  by  Sgin.)  11  for  6d,  or  5s  per  parcel  of  110. 
Thin  Cards  (5^  in.  by  3J  in. )  11  for  6d,  or  10s  per  parcel  of  220. 
Reply  Stout  Cards  11  for  Is,  or  5s  per  parcel  of  55. 
Reply  Thin  Cards  11  for  Is,  or  10s  per  parcel  of  110. 

Express  Delivery  of  Letters  and  Parcels. 
There  are  three   systems  by  which   letters  and  parcels  can   be   specially 
delivered,  as  under  : — 

(1)  By  special  messenger  all  the  toay.  For  a  letter  or  packet  the  Express 
fee  (inclusive  of  charges  for  omnibus,  tramcar,  railway,  &c.),  is  : — For 
every  mile  or  part  of  a  mile,  3d ;  and  on  each  packet  weighing  more 
than  1  lb.  a  weight  fee  of  3d.  (Ordinary  j)ostage  is  not  charged). 
Every  packet  must  be  handed  in  over  the  counter,  and  must  have  the 
word  "Express"  boldly  marked  above  address.  All  charges  must  I 
be  prepaid  by  postage  stamps  affixed  to  a  form  provided  by  the 
Post  Office. 

If  the  sender  desires,  or  it  is  otherwise  necessary,  that  a  special  convey- 
ance be  used,  the  fare  or  cost  of  sucli  must  be  paid  in  addition  to  the 
mileage  fee.     The  weight  fee  is  not  charged  in  such  a  case. 

On  the  delivery  of  an  Express  i^acket,  the  messenger  may  take  a  reply, 
or  perform  a  further  delivery  service.  The  fee  must  be  prepaid 
either  by  the  sender  of  the  first  service  or  by  the  sender  of  the  reply 
or  further  service. 
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When  several  packets  are  tendered  by  one  sender  for  delivery  by  the 
same  messenger  at  different  addresses,  or  to  different  persons  at  same 
address,  the  Express  fee  of  3d  a  mile  will  be  charged  for  the  full 
distance  to  be  traversed  by  the  messenger,  and  an  additional  fixed 
charge  of  Id  for  each  ai'ticle  above  one. 

(2)  By  sjiecial  messenger  aftei'  transmission  by  post.    In  addition  to  the  fnll 

ordinary  postage  the  Exj)ress  fee  is  :— For  every  mile  or  part  of  a  mile 
from  office  of  delivery,  3d  (weight  fee  is  not  charged).  Letters  may 
be  posted  like  ordinary  letters,  but  they  must  be  marked  "  Express 
Delivery,"  and  have  a  thick  perpendicular  line  drawn  on  each  side. 

(3)  By  special  delivery  in  advance  of  the  ordinary  mail.       Persons  who 

desire  at  any  time  to  receive  their  letters  or  parcels  in  advance  of  the 
ordinary  delivery  may  have  them  delivered  by  special  messenger  on 
payment  of  the  following  fees,  viz.  : — The  full  Express  fee  of  3d  a 
mile  as  for  one  packet,  and  Id  for  every  10,  or  less  number  of  addi- 
tional packets. 

Inland  Parcel  Post. 

Parcels  not  exceeding  11  lbs.  in  weight,  3  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  or  6  ft.  in  length 
and  girth  coinbined,  are  received  at  any  Post  Office  for  transmission  between 
places  in  the  United  Kingdom.     The  rates  of  postage  are  : —

Postage  stamps  to  the  required  amount  must  be  affixed  by  the  sender,  and 
parcels  must  not  be  posted  in  a  letter-box,  but  must  be  taken  into  a  Post  Office 
and  handed  over  the  counter.  A  certificate  of  posting  may  be  had  on  application. 

Parcels  containing  fish,  game,  meat,  eggs,  &c.,  or  razors,  scissors,  needles, 
knives,  forks,  or  other  sharp  instruments,  are  not  accepted  unless  securely 

{)acked  so  as  to  guard  against  risk  of  injury  to  other  parcels.  Liquids  or  semi- 
iquids,  such  as  jellies,  pickles,  paint,  varnish,  &c.,  are  not  accepted  unless  in 
bottles  or  cans  securely  stoppered  ;  nor  powders,  unless  well  packed.  Live 
bees  are  allowed  to  pass  by  letter  or  Parcel  Post,  if  sent  in  suitable  cases,  so 
packed  as  to  avoid  all  risk  of  injury. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  return  of  parcels  which  cannot  be  delivered,  it  is 
most  desirable  that  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  should  appear  on  the 
outside  of  every  parcel. 


Eegistkation  and  Compensation— Inland. 


The 


Correspondence  of  any  kind  (including  parcels)  can  be  registered, 
ordinary  registration  fee  is  2d,  in  addition  to  the  postage. 

Everything  intended  for  registration  must  be  handed  to  an  officer  of  the 
Post  Office,  and  a  receipt  obtained.  Nothing  intended  for  registration  must 
be  dropped  into  a  letter-box.  The  packet  must  be  made  up  in  a  strong  cover, 
fastened  with  gum  or  other  adhesive,  but  this  does  not  apply  to  post-cards, 
halfpenny  packets,  nor  newspapers.  If  it  be  desired  to  secure  compensation 
for  damage  to  a  packet  (other  than  a  parcel),  it  must  bear  the  words  "Fragile, 
with  care. " 

Packets  for  registration  must  be  marked  in  the  bottom  left-hand  corner 
with  the  word  "  Registered,"  and,  when  the  fee  exceeds  2d,  with  the  amount 
of  the  fee  proper  to  the  A^alue  up  to  which  the  sender  desires  to  secure  com- 
pensation, thus,  "Registered  3d,"  and  so  on.    The  sender  of  an  Inland  postal 
11 
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packet  may  obtain  an  acknowledgment  of  its  due  delivery  by  paying,  at  the 
time  of  posting,  a  fee  of  2d  in  addition  to  the  postage  and  registration  fee. 

Inland  postal  packets  containing  coin,  watches,  or  jewellery,  if  posted 
without  registration,  are  subject  to  compulsory  registration,  and  are  charged 
on  delivery  Avith  a  fee  of  4d,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  postage.  Letters 
containing  uncrossed  Postal  Orders  in  which  the  name  of  the  payee  has  not 
been  inserted,  uncrossed  cheques  or  dividend  warrants,  bank  notes,  postage 
stamps,  or  any  article  (other  than  coin  and  jewellery)  of  a  value  exceeding 
10s,  will,  when  found  open  in  the  post,  or  when  opened  in  the  Returned 
Letter  Office,  be  subject  to  registration,  and  be  chargeable  with  a  registra- 
tion fee  of  2d.  Money  of  any  kind  must  be  enclosed  in  a  Registered  Letter 
Envelope  and  transmitted  by  Registered  Letter  Post.  The  compensation  in 
respect  of  coin  will  in  no  case  exceed  £5. 

The  Postmaster- General  will  (subject  to  certain  rules)  pay   compensation 
for  the  loss  or  damage  of  Correspondence  as  follows  : —

(2)  Unregistered  Parcels. — Limit  of  compensation,  £2.     No  compensation  is 

given  in  respect  of  money  of  any  kind  sent  by  Parcel  Post,  whether 
registered  or  not,  or  in  respect  of  jewellery  sent  by  Parcel  Post  un- 
registered. To  secure  compensation  a  certificate  of  j)osting  should  be 
obtained  when  a  parcel  is  posted. 

(3)  Express  Correspondence. — Compensation  according  to  the  ordinary  scale 

is  paid  in  respect  of  Correspondence  of  the  kinds  specified  in  Sections 
(1)  and  (2),  when  sent  by  Express  Service ;  and  up  to  £2  for  Un- 
registered Packets  (not  money  nor  jewellery)  conveyed  by  special 
messenger  throughout  their  whole  course. 

Re-dikection. 

Letters,  halfpenny  packets,  post  cards,  and  newspapers  are  not  liable  to  addi- 
tional postage  for  re-direction,  whether  re-directed  by  an  officer  of  the  Post 
Office  or  by  an  agent  of  the  addressee  after  delivery,  provided  in  the  latter  case 
that  the  letters,  &c.,  are  re-posted  not  later  than  the  day  (Sundays  and  public 
holidays  not  being  counted)  after  delivery,  and  that  they  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  opened  or  tampered  vidth. 

Parcels  are,  when  re-directed,  liable  to  additional  postage  at  the  prepaid 
rate  for  each  re-direction,  except  where  the  original  and  corrected  addresses 
are  both  within  a  delivery  from  the  same  Post  Office. 

Registered  letters,  &c.,  when  re-directed,  must  be  taken  back  to  the 
Post  Office  to  be  dealt  with  as  registered. 

A  Postmaster  is  not  bound  to  re -direct  letters  for  a  person  temporarily 
leaving  home  (unless  the  house  be  left  uninhabited),  nor  to  re-direct  letters 
addressed  to  clubs,  hotels,  boarding-houses,  or  lodgings. 

POSTE  RESTANTE. 

Correspondence  of  any  kind  to  be  called  for  is,  as  a  rule,  taken  in  at  all 
Post  Offices  except  Town  Sub-Offices.  The  words  "to  be  called  for"  or 
"  Poste  Restante  "  should  appear  in  the  address.  The  Poste  Restante  is  for 
accommodation  of  strangers  and  travellers,  but  they  may  not  use  it  for  more 
than  three  months. 

Parcels  addressed  to  a  Post  Office  to  be  called  for,  are  kept  three  weeks, 
at  the  end  of  which  period,  if  not  called  for,  they  are  returned  to  the  sender. 
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"Blind  Literatuke"  Post. 

Literature  impressed  for  the  use  of  the  blind  may  be  sent  by  post  at  the  fol- 
lowing rates: — 2  oz.,  ^d;  2  lbs.,  Id;  5  lbs.,  l^d;  6  lbs.,  2|d.  The  packet  must 
not  contain  anything  written  or  printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  title  and  con- 
tents, key  to  the  type,  and  a  label  for  return  of  the  packet.  It  must  bear  on 
the  outside  the  words  "Literature  for  the  Blind,"  and  address  of  sender, 
and  it  must  be  posted  either  without  a  cover  or  in  a  cover  open  at  both  ends. 

Monet  Oedeks. 

The  commission  on  Inland  Money  Orders  is : — For  sums  not  exceeding 
£1— 2d  ;  £3— 3d ;  £10— 4d  ;  £20— 6d  ;  £30— 8d  ;  £40— lOd. 

When  applying  for  Money  Orders,  the  public  should  use  the  printed  "  Appli- 
cation Forms,"  which  are  supplied  gratuitously  at  all  Money  Order  Offices, 
and  should  state  thereon  as  fully  as  possible  the  name  or  designation  of  the 
payee. 

The  remitter  of  an  Inland  Order  may  direct  at  the  time  of  issue,  that  the 
Order  be  crossed  like  a  cheque  thus,  &  Co.,  and  thus  be  payable  only  through 
a  Bank,  or  he  may  cross  the  Order  after  obtaining  it. 

If  the  remitter  of  an  Inland  Money  Order  is  desirous  of  delaying  paj^ment 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  ten  days,  he  must,  at  the  time  of  issue,  sign  his 
name  in  the  place  allotted  at  the  foot  of  the  Money  Order,  and  should 
inform  the  Postmaster  that  he  wishes  payment  to  be  so  deferred. 

Money  Orders  for  amounts  not  exceeding  £40  are  issued  free  of  charge  when 
required  for  the  remittance  of  Beer  Duty,  Corporation  Duty,  Income  Tax, 
Inhabited  House  Duty,  Land  Tax,  Excise  Duties,  or  Legacy  and  Succession 
Duties. 

Money  may  be  transmitted  by  Telegraph  Money  Order  in  the  United  King- 
dom. The  commission  is : — (1)  The  ordinary  Money  Order  poundage  as 
above ;  (2)  a  charge  at  the  ordinary  Inland  rate  for  the  Official  Telegram 
authorizing  payment  at  the  Office  of  Payment,  the  minimum  being  6d ;  and 
(3)  a  fee  of  2d  for  each  order.  Any  telegraphic  communication  which  the 
remitter  may  wish  to  despatch  to  the  jpayee  must  be  paid  for  at  the  ordinary 
inland  rate.

The  person  to  whom  a  Postal  Order  is  issued  must,  before  parting  with  it, 
fill  in  the  name  of  the  person  to  Avhom  the  amount  is  to  be  paid,  and  may  fill 
in  the  name  of  the  Money  Order  Office  at  which  the  amount  is  to  be  paid. 
The  person  so  named  must,  before  payment  can  be  made,  sign  the  receipt  at 
the  foot  of  the  Order,  and  must  also  fill  in  the  name  of  the  Money  Order 
Office,  if  that  has  not  been  already  done.  Every  person  to  whom  a  Postal 
Order  is  issued  should  retain  the  counterfoil. 

If  a  Postal  Order  be  crossed ^ tfc  Co."  payment  will  only  be 

made  through  a  Banker,  and  if  the  name  of  a  Banker  is  added,  payment  will 
only  be  made  through  that  Banker.

Prepayment  of  Corresponi.>ence  in  Money. 

Everj'  kind  of  Inland  Correspondence,  other  than  Newspapers,  may  be  pre- 
paid in  money,  provided  that  the  articles  are  chargeable  with  a  uniform  rate 
of  postage  ;  that  the  amount  paid  be  in  no  case  less  than  £1,  and  that 
the  letters  and  packets  be  tied  in  bundles  representing  a  postage  of  5s  each, 
with  the  addresses  all  arranged  in  the  same  direction.     Prepayment,   how-

ever,  cannot  be  made  partly  in  money  and  partly  with  stamps,  and  the  money 
must  be  paid  at  the  time  the  letters,  &c. ,  are  handed  in  at  the  Head  Post 
Office.     Hours  of  posting  under  this  arrangement,  10  A.M.  till  4  P.M. 

Foreign  and  Colonial  Letters. 
The  prepaid  rate  of  postage  on  letters  for  all  Foreign  Countries  (except 
Egypt,  United  States,  and  British  P.O.  Agencies  in  Morocco)  is  2-o:d  for 
the  first  ounce,  and  l^d  for  each  succeeding  ounce ;  to  British  Possessions 
generally  and  to  Egypt,  United  States,  and  British  P.O.  Agencies  in 
Morocco,  the  letter  rate  is  Id  per  ounce.  (See  pp.  168-171.)  Dutiable 
articles  must  not  be  sent  by  Letter  Post. 

No  letter  for  a  colony  or  foreign  country  may  exceed  2  feet  in  length  or  1 
foot  in  width  or  depth.  Coupons  exchangeable  for  stamps  of  the  value  of  25 
centimes  (2id)  each  (in  many  foreign  countries)  can  be  purchased  at  the 
Money  Order  Office  at  3d  each,  for  the  prepaying  of  replies  to  letters. 
Foreign  and  Colonial  Printed  Papers  and  Commercial  Papers. 
The  following  articles  may  be  sent  to  places  abroad  : — 
(a)  "  Commercial  Papers,"  under  which  are  comjirised  all  papers  or  docu- 
ments written  or  drawn  wholly  or  partly  by  hand  (except  letters  or  com- 
munications in  the  nature  of  letters,  or  other  papers  or  documents  having 
the  character  of  an  actual  and  jiersonal  correspondence),  documents  of 
legal  procedure.  Deeds  drawn  up  by  iniblic  functionaries,  copies  of  or 
extracts  from  Deeds  under  private  seal,  written  on  stamped  or 
unstamped  paper,  AVay  Bills,  Bills  of  Lading,  Invoices,  and  other 
documents  of  a  mercantile  character,  documents  of  Insurance  and 
other  public  companies,  all  kinds  of  manuscript  music,  the  manuscript 
of  books  and  other  literary  works,  letters  and  post  cards  of  old  date 
which  have  already  served  their  original  purpose,  pupils'  exercises 
with  corrections,  and  other  papers  of  a  similar  description. 
fb)  "Printed  Papers."  The  articles  which  may  be  sent  at  the  rate  applic- 
able to  Printed  Papers  are  m.ostly  impressions  or  copies  obtained  upon 
paper,  parchment  or  card-board,  by  means  of  printing,  lithography, 
engraving,  photography,  or  any  other  mechanical  process  easy  to  recog- 
nize. This  description  includes  newspapers,  periodical  works,  books 
(stitched  or  bound),  pamphlets,  sheets  of  music,  visiting  cards,  address 
cards,  proofs  of  printing,  plans,  maps,  catalogues,  prospectuses,  an- 
nouncements, circulars,  notices,  engravings,  photographs,  designs, 
manuscript  for  press  (when  sent  with  proofs  of  same),  papers  impressed 
for  use  of  the  blind,  albums  of  photos,  or  card-board  drawing  models 
stamped  in  relief,  and  anything  (not  glass)  usually  appurtenant  to  the 
before-mentioned  articles  in  the  way  of  binding,  mounting,  or  otherwise, 
and  anything  convenient  for  their  safe  transmission  which  shall  be 
contained  in  the  same  packet.  Postage  stamps,  obliterated  or  not,  and 
all  printed  articles  constituting  the  sign  of  a  monetary  value,  are  ex- 
cluded. The  products  of  the  copying  press  and  the  typewriter  are  not 
admitted,  nor,  as  a  rule,  are  printed  papers  which  have  been  modified 
after  printing,  either  by  hand  or  by  a  mechanical  process.  But  the 
following  exceptions  are  allowed : — Printed  circulars  may  be  dated  in 
manuscript  or  by  a  mechanical  process,  name  and  address  of  the  sender 
and  of  the  recipient,  as  well  as  his  trade  or  profession,  and  his  address 
may  be  added  ;  on  printed  visiting  cards  and  Christmas  cards  the 
address  of  the  sender,  or  formulas  of  courtesy  in  not  more  than  five 
words  may  be  written,  and  on  printed  circulars  manuscript  cor- 
rections and  insertions  may  be  made  as  to  names  of  commercial  travel- 
lers, dates  of  journey,  dates  of  departure  of  ships,  names  of  persons 
invited  to  meetings,  and  the  place,  date,  and  object  of  the  meetings ;

date  of  despatch  may  be  inserted  in  advices  of  goods  ;  printers*  proofs 

may  be  corrected  in  manuscript,  errors  in  other  printed  documents  may 

be  corrected,  and  figui-es  may  be  inserted  in  prices  current,  stock  and 

share  lists,  &c. ;  books,  music,  photos,  engravings,  and  Christmas  cards 

may  contain  the  invoice  relating  to  them  ;  books  may  have  a  dedication 

inscribed    on    them ;    in    orders    for    books  printed    on    cards,    the 

works  required  or  offered  may  be  indicated  in  manuscript ;  to  cuttings 

from  periodicals,   the  title  and  date  of  the  publication  may  be  added. 

Circulars  printed  or  lithographed  in  characters  resembling  those  of  the 

typev?riter,     or      prodviced      from      typevi^ritten     originals,     vi^ill    be 

admitted,    provided    that    they    are    handed   in   at    the    counter   of 

Post  Office,  that  special  attention  is  called  to  their  nature,  and  that  at 

least  twenty  copies  are  posted  at  the  same  time. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  Printed  Papers  and  Commercial  Papers  for  all  pieces 

abroad  is  ^d  per  2  oz.      For  Commercial  Papers  the  lov.est  charge  is  2|d,  for 

which  sum,  however,  a  v/eight  of  10  oz.  ma}-  be  sent.    If  there  be  any  mixtiire  of 

the  two  in  the  same  packet  the  whole  packet  is  treated  as  Commercial  Paper's. 

Commercial  Papers  and  Piinted  Papers  may  be  posted  either  without  a  cover, 

or  in  an  unfastened  envelope,  or  in  a  cover  easily  removable  for  examination 

without  breaking  any  seal  or  adhering  surfaces.      The  packet  may,  however, 

be  tied  at  the  ends  with  string  easy  to  unfasten. 

To  secure  the  return  of  packets  which  cannot  be  delivered,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  sender  should  be  written  or  printed  outside. 

The  limit  of  size  for  British  Colonies  or  Possessions  or  non-Union  coimtries 
are  2  feet  in  length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth  ;  but  to  Foreign  Countries  in 
the  Postal  Union  the  length  is  limited  to  18  inches.  If  in  the  form  of  a  roll  the 
limits  of  size  in  either  case  are  30  inches  in  length  and  4  inches  in  diameter.  The 
limits  of  weight  are  from  4  lbs.  to  5  lbs.  according  to  destination. 
Magazine  Post  for  Canada  and  Newfoundland. 
British  Newspapers,  Magazines,  and  Trade  Journals  may  be  sent  to  Canada 
by  direct  Canadian  packet,  and  to  Newfoundland  hy  direct  packet  or  by 
Canada,  at  a  rate  of  Id  per  lb.  ;  limit  of  weight,  5  lbs. ;  limit  of  size,  2  feet  in 
length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth.  They  must  be  posted  in  covers  open  at 
both  ends  and  easily  removable.  Neither  cover  nor  contents  m&y  bear  any 
superscription  except  title  and  reference  to  registration,  address  of  sender 
and  addressee,  index  or  reference  numbers  and  letters,  the  words  "with 
compliments,"  a  reference  to  any  place  in  the  publication,  and  a  request  for 
return  in  case  of  non-delivery. 

All  registered  inland  Newspapers  are  admissible  under  this  rate,  but  any 
other  Newspaper,  Magazine,  or  Trade  Journal  may  be  placed  on  the  Register 
of  publications  ti-ansmissible  by  Canadian  Magazine  Post,  provided  (1)  that  it 
be  printed  and  offered  for  sale  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  (2)  that  it  be  pub- 
lished at  intervals  of  not  more  than  thirty-one  days ;  (3)  that  publication  and 
binding  consist  only  of  paper  ;  (4^  that  not  more  than  five-sixths  of  the  con- 
tents consist  of  advertisements ;  (5)  that  title  and  date  be  printed  on  cover  or 
at  top  of  first  jjage  and  on  every  detached  sheet ;  (6)  that  a  copy  of  the  publica- 
tion, with  a  fee  of  5s,  be  sent  every  year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Post  Office. 
Foreign  and  Colonial  Samples. 
There  is  a  Sample  Post  to  Foreign  Countries  and  the  Colonies  generally  ; 
bixt  it  is  restricted  to  samples  of  merchandise  or  scientific  specimens.     Goods 
sent  for  sale,  or  in  execution  of  an  order  (however  small  the  quantity  may 
be),  or  any  articles  sent  by  one  private  individual  to  another  which  are  not 
actually  trade  samples  or  specimens,  are  not  admissible. 
No  article  liable  to  Custom  Duties  can  as  a  rule  be  sent  as  a  sample. 
The  rate  of  postage  is  Jd  per  2  oz.,  except  that  the  lowest  charge  is  Id,  for 
which  sum,  however,  a  weight  of  4  oz.  may  be  sent. 
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Patterns  or  Samples,  when  practicable,  must  be  sent  in  covers  open  at  the 
ends,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  easy  of  examination.  But  samples  of 
seeds,  drugs,  and  such  like,  may  be  posted  enclosed  in  boxes  or  bags  fastened 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  be  readily  opened. 

There  must  be  no  writing  or  printing  upon  or  in  any  Sample  Packet  for 
non-Union  countries,  except  the  address  of  the  person  for  whom  it  is  intended, 
the  address  of  the  sender,  a  trade  mark  or  number,  the  price  of  the  articles, 
the  weight  or  size,  and  the  quantity  to  be  disposed  of,  or  such  as  may  be 
necessary  to  indicate  the  place  of  origin  or  the  nature  of  the  merchandise.  A 
packet  for  a  country  in  the  Postal  Union  may  contain  Printed  Papers,  and  if  the 
rates  for  Commercial  Papers  be  paid,  it  may  also  contain  Commercial  Papers. 

The  limit  of  weight  for  British  Colonies  or  Possessions  or  for  non-Union 
countries  is  5  lbs.,  but  for  Foreign  Countries  in  Postal  Union  the  limit  is  12  oz. 

The  limit  of  size  for  British  Colonies  or  Possessions  or  for  non-Union  coun- 
tries is  2  feet  in  length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth  ;  and  for  foreign  places  in 
the  Postal  Union  12  inches  in  length,  8  inches  in  width,  or  4  inches  in  depth  ; 
unless  it  be  in  the  form  of  a  roll,  in  which  case  the  limit  of  size  is  12  inches 
in  length  and  6  inches  in  diameter. 

Registration  and  Insubance — Fobeign. 

The  fee  for  registration  of  letters,  j)ost  cards,  commercial  and  printed 
papers,  and  samples,  addressed  to  places  abroad,  is  2d.  Articles  to  be 
registered  must  b)e  enclosed  in  a  strong  envelope,  and  given  to  an  agent  of 
the  Post  Office.  To  some  covmtries  it  is  forbidden  to  send  coin,  jewellery, 
or  precious  articles. 

Letters  and  parcels  maj"  be  insured  (up  to  certain  limits  of  value) 
to  many  foreign  countries.  Letters  must  be  securely  fastened  and  sealed 
with  private  seal,  and  presented  at  the  counter  of  a  Post  Office.  Parcels 
must  be  substantially  packed,  and  sealed  with  wax  or  lead.  Seals  must  be 
placed  over  each  join  or  loose  flap  of  the  coveidng,  and  at  the  ends  of  the 
string.  The  seals  must  all  have  distinct  impressions  of  the  same  device, 
such  device  not  consisting  merely  of  straight  or  curved  lines.  Parcels  con- 
taining coin,  watches,  or  jewellery  must  be  enclosed  in  strong  boxes 
substantially  fastened  in  wrappers  of  canvas  or  strong  paper,  duly  sealed. 

Letters  or  parcels  for  insurance  must  bear  the  words  "  Insured  for ," 

according  to  amount.  The  sums  payable  for  insurance,  including  registra- 
tion, are  as  follows  : — To  secure  compensation  up  to  £12,  a  fee  of  4d ;  £24, 
6d  ;  and  so  on  at  the  rate  of  2d  for  every  additional  £12,  up  to  £400,  5s  lOd. 

For  the  insurance  of  parcels  to  the  United  States  by  the  semi-official 
service,  the  sums  payable  are  as  follows : — For  £12,  a  fee  of  6d ;  £24,  Is ; 
and  so  on  at  the  rate  of  6d  for  every  £12,  up  to  £120,  5s. 

Articles  oi  gold  and  silver,  precious  stones,  and  jewellery  (but  not  current 
coin,  letters,  bank  notes,  or  securities)  may  be  sent  in  the  letter  mails  to 
Austria,  Belgium,  Bulgaria,  Denmark,  Egyjit,  France,  Germany,  Holland, 
Italy,  Luxemburg,  Montenegro,  Portugal,  Roumania,  Switzerland,  and  certain 
Ottoman  Post  Offices  in  Turkey-in-Europe,  as  an  "insured  box."  The  box, 
strongly  made  of  metal  or  v/ood,  and  having  top  and  bottom  covered  with  white 
paper,  must  be  tied  crosswise  with  a  single  strong  string,  sealed  with  private 
seal  on  the  four  sides.  Limit  of  weight,  2  lbs.  ;  limits  of  size,  12  inches  by  4 
inches  by  4  inches. 

Compensation  fob  Loss  ob  Damage  op  Uninsueed  Parcels. 

The  Postmaster-General  will,  subject  to  certain  rules,  give  compensation  for 
the  loss  or  damage  of  uninsured  i.)arcels  sent  by  Parcel  Post  to  various  Foreign 
Countries  (to  amounts  not  exceeding  12s  and  20s)  when  such  loss  or  damage 
takes  place  while  the  parcels  are  under  liia  custody  ;  and  in  the  case  of  parcels 
lost  or  damaged  while  under  the  control  of  the  Post  Offices  of  these  countries, 
the  Postmaster- General  will  endeavour  to  obtain  compensation  for  the  senders.

Foreign  and  Colonial  Post  Cards. 

Single  and  Reply  Official  Post  Cards  are  transmissible  to  all  j^arts  of  the 
world — Single  Cards,  Id  each  ;  Reply  Cards,  2d  each.  (Official  Inland  Post 
Cards  are  transmissible  abroad  if  the  additional  postage  is  supplied  by  postage 
stamps  being  affixed. )  Cards  used  as  Post  Cards  must  be  of  similar  substance 
to  the  official  cards  ;  not  exceeding  5|  by  3J  inches,  and  not  less  than  4  by 
2f  inches.  Reply-paid  cards  of  private  manufacture  must  display  the  title 
"  Post  Card  "  on  the  address  side,  but  this  is  not  obligatory  for  single  cards 
of  private  manufacture.  Reply  halves  of  reply-paid  cards  must  bear  the 
words  "  Post  Card— Great  Britain  and  Ireland"  and  "  Reply." 

The  left-hand  half  of  the  address  side  of  a  Post  Card,  as  well  as  the  back, 
may  be  used  for  a  written  communication  subject  to  the  following  restric- 
tions:— Nothing  may  be  attached  except  stamps  inpayment  of  postage,  a 
gurnmed  label  not  to  exceed  2  by  f  inches  bearing  address  of  recipient,  a 
similar  label  with  address  of  sender,  and  illustrations  and  photos  on  very  thin 
paper  completely  adherent  to  the  card. 

Spoilt  Stamps. 
Applications  for  allowance  on  spoilt,  or  unused,  postage  stamps,  embossed 
envelopes,  post-cards,  or  newspaper  wrappers,  which  have  not  passed  through 
the  post,  should  be  made  at  the  Stamp  Office. 

Post  Office  Savings  Bank. 

Deposits  of  one  shilling,  or  of  any  number  of  shillings,  may  be  made  by 
any  person  at  the  Post  Office  Savings  Banks  to  the  extent  of  £60  in  one  year 
ending  31st  December,  and  £200  in  all,  including  interest. 

Any  person  desirous  of  saving  one  shilling  by  means  of  penny  contributions, 
for  deposit  in  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank,  may  do  so  by  purchasing  with 
every  penny  so  saved  a  penny  Stamp,  and  affixing  it  to  a  form  to  be  obtained 
ftt  any  Post  Office.     Instructions  as  to  this  form  are  printed  thereon. 
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general  regulations. 

Dimensions. — The  dimensions  alloAved  are  : — 

For  Argentine  Republic,  Corsica,  France,  Italy,  Persia  {ria  Russia), 
Samoa  (vja  Hamburg),  Turkej^  (Ottoman  P.O.'s) — 2  feet  in  any  direction. 
Parcels  somewhat  exceeding  2  ft.  in  length  are  accepted  if  their  other 
dimensions  are  inconsiderable. 

For  Brazil,  Dahomey,  Diitch  East  Indies,  Erithrea,  French  Congo, 
French  Guiana,  French  Guinea,  French  Oceania,  French  Somali  Coast, 
French  "West  Indies,  Ivory  Coast,  Madagascar,  Mauritius  (via  France), 
New  Caledonia,  Paraguay,  Pitcairn  Island,  Portuguese  Timor, 
Reunion,  St  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  Senegal,  Tripoli  (Africa),  Tunis, 
Turkey  (Austrian  Agencies) — greatest  length,  2  ft. ;  greatest  length  and 
girth  combined,  4  ft.  Parcels  slightly  exceeding  2  feet  in  length  are 
admitted  (if  their  other  dimensions  are  small)  to  Algeria,  Crete, 
Cuba,  Ecuador,  French  Indo-China,  German  Soutli-west  Africa,  Greece, 
Venezuela. 

For  Canada — Greatest  length,  2  ft.  6  in. ;  length  and  girth  combined,  6  ft. 
Parcels  measuring  as  much  as  3  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  but  not  exceeding 
6  ft.  in  length  and  girth  combined,  are  admitted,  provided  that  the 
contents  are  articles  which  cannot  be  divided. 

For  Mexico— Greatest  length,  2  ft. ;  greatest  length  and  girth  combined, 
6  ft. 

For  places  named  in  the  Table  of  Parcel  Postage — other  than  those 
detailed  above — same  as  for  Inland  Parcel  Post. 

The  postage  must  in  all  cases  be  paid  in  advance,  by  means  of  i^ostage  stamps 
affixed  by  the  sender.  Each  parcel  must  be  plainly  directed,  and  should 
bear  the  words  "Parcel  Post"  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner,  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  sender.  The  date  of  posting  should  also  be  added. 
A  parcel  must  not  be  posted  in  a  letter  box,  but,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Inland 
Parcel  Post,  must  be  taken  into  a  Post  Office  and  presented  at  the  counter. 

Parcels  will  be  liable  to  Customs  duties  and  regulations,  and  the  sender  of 
each  parcel  will  be  required  to  make  a  Customs  declaration  furnishing — upon 
a  special  form  provided  for  the  purpose,  which  can  be  obtained  at  any  Post 
Office — an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents  and  value,  the  date  of  posting, 
and  other  particulars.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  many  Foreign 
Countries  whereby  senders  may  take  upon  themselves  the  payment  of  the 
Customs  charges  if  they  so  desire. 

No  letter  whatever  may  be  sent  in  a  parcel  addressed  to  any  Foreign 
Country,  or  to  many  British  possessions.  Invoices  in  open  envelopes,  giving 
particulars  of  the  goods  contained  in  the  parcel  may,  however,  be  enclosed. 

Parcels  containing  coin,  watches,  jewellery,  or  any  article  of  gold  or  silver, 
cannot  be  sent  by  Parcel  Post  to  any  Foreign  Country  or  British  Possession  in- 
cluded in  the  insurance  system,  unless  they  are  insured  for  at  least  part  of 
their  value,  and  packed  according  to  special  regulations. 

Parcels  should  be  securely  packed,  and  must,  if  for  Foreign  Countries,  be  so 
sealed  that  they  cannot  be  opened  without  the  seals  being  broken,

PACKiNa  AND  Sealing. 

The  rules  as  regards  careful  packing  must  be  observed  in  the  case  of 
Foreign  and  Colonial  parcels.  More  careful  and  substantial  packing  is 
necessary  for  such  parcels  than  for  Inland  parcels,  owing  to  the  distance  over 
which,  as  a  rule,  they  are  conveyed,  the  conditions  of  transit,  and  climate  ; 
and  in  the  case  of  parcels  for  certain  countries  a  special  form  of  packing  must 
be  employed.  Light  and  bulky  parcels  containing  fragile  articles  should  be 
packed  in  strong  wooden  cases.  No  compensation  is  paid  for  damage  to 
articles  insufficiently  packed. 

For  parcels  containing  liquids  and  substances  which  easily  liquefy  two 
receptacles  must  be  used.  Between  the  inner  receptacle,  which  contains  the 
liquid,  and  the  outer  one,  which  should  be  of  strong  wood  or  metal,  space 
must  be  left  all  round,  and  this  space  must  be  filled  with  bran,  sawdust,  or 
other  absorbent  material. 

Celluloid,  unmanufactured  or  in  sheets,  must  be  well  packed  in  strong  wooden 
boxes,  and  articles  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  celluloid  must  be  in  a  j)ack- 
ing  not  less  strong  than  stout  cardboard,  the  nature  of  the  goods  must  be 
slioAvn  on  the  parcel  and  on  the  despatch  note  when  one  is  used.  Liquid 
celluloid  cannot  be  sent  by  post. 

A  parcel  for  a  Foreign  Country  should  be  so  sealed  by  the  sender  that  it 
cannot  be  opened  without  breaking  the  seals  or  leaving  an  obvious  trace  of 
violation.  The  seals  should  bear  the  impression  of  a  private  device  of  the 
sender. 
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Cash  on  Delivery  Service. 

This  arrangement  for  collecting  from  the  recipient,  for  remittance  to  the 
sender,  by  Money  Order  or  Postal  Order,  the  value  of  articles  sent  by  post,  is 
in  operation  between  Britain  and  the  following  countries  : — Bahamas 
(Nassau  only),  Barbados,  Bermuda,  Cayman  Islands,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Fiji, 
Gambia,  Gibraltar,  Gold  Coast,  Grenada,  Hong  Kong,  Jamaica,  Leeward 
Islands,  Malta,  Morocco,  Nigeria,  Nyasaland,  Rhodesia  (Southern),  St  Lucia, 
St  Vincent,  Somaliland  (British),  Straits  Settlements,  Trinidad,  Turkey 
(Bsyrout,  Constantinople,  Salonica,  Smjauia).  The  amount  to  be  collected, 
or  "Trade  Charge,"  mtiy  not  exceed  £20.  Articles  may  be  sent  as  parcels, 
insured  letters,  or  registered  packets.  The  sender  must  («)  write,  on  cover 
of  packet,  his  name  and  address,  the  amount  in  British  currency  of  Trade 
Charge  in  figures  and  words,  and  name  of  office  on  which  payment  is  to  be 
drawn  (no  erasure  or  alteration  allowed);  (6)  fill  up  a  "Request  Form"; 
(c)  prepay  a  special  fee  by  affixing  2d  in  stamps  to  Req\iest  Form.  The 
ordinary  postage  and  other  charges  must  be  prepaid  in  ordinary  way. 

The  packet  must  be  handed  in  at  a  Post  Office,  v/here  the  sender  must 
obtain  a  certificate  of  posting,  which  is  to  be  given  up  when  the  Money  Order 
or  Postal  Order  is  presented  for  payment.  The  amount  of  the  Trade  Charge 
will  be  remitted  directly  to  the  sender,  after  deduction  of  fee  due  to  office  of 
delivery,  and  commission  on  Money  Order  or  Postal  Order.  The  rates 
charged  as  fee  and  commission  for  the  various  countries  may  be  ascertained 
at  the  Post  Office. 

Government  Insurances  and  Annuities. 

Insurances  may  be  effected  for  amounts  not  less  than  £5  and  not  more  than 
£100  to  persons  between  14  and  65  years  of  age ;  and  Annuities  may  be 
purchased  for  amounts  not  less  than  £1  and  not  more  than  £100  on  one  life. 
Children  between  8  and  14  years  of  age  can  be  insured  for  £5.  Forms  of 
proposals  may  be  obtained  at  the  Post  Office. 

Post  Office  Telegraphs. — Inland  Telegrams. 

The  charge  for  telegrams  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  is  6d  for  the 
first  12  words,  and  ^d  for  every  additional  word.  Addresses  are  charged 
for. 

Forms  with  embossed  stamps  can  be  obtained  either  singly  or  in  books  of 
20,  interleaved,  and  with  a  sheet  of  carbonic  paper,  price  10s  2d  each  book. 

"When  the  terminal  office  is  a  Head  Post  Office,  the  amount  paid  for 
transmission  covers  the  cost  of  delivery  within  three  miles  or  within  the  town 
postal  delivery  when  that  extends  for  more  than  three  miles.  But  v;hen  it  is 
not  a  Head  Post  Office,  the  message  is  delivered  free  within  three  miles  only. 
The  porterage  on  messages  for  places  beyond  the  limits  of  the  free  delivery 
will  be  at  the  rate  of  3d  a  mile  or  part  of  a  mile,  the  charge  being  reckoned 
from  the  limit  of  the  free  delivery. 

Copies  of  a  telegram  directed  to  more  than  one  person  in  the  same  free 
delivery  are  delivered  at  a  charge  of  twopence  per  copy,  in  addition  to  a  half- 
penny for  each  word  in  the  address  of  the  copy. 

Persons  not  wishing  to  send  to  a  Telegraph  Office  may  post  a  telegram  in  an 
envelope  addressed  "Telegram,  Immediate"  in  a  Avail  or  pillar-box,  or  Sub- 
Post  Office.  Telegrams  so  posted  are  sent  on  by  next  collection  to  the 
Telegraph  Office  for  transmission  free  of  extra  charge,  provided  that  the 
proper  amounts  have  been  prepaid. 

No  combination  of  words  is  counted  as  one,  Avith  the  exception  of  those 
which  are  ordinarily  written  as  one,  or  coupled  by  hyphens,  as  "mother-in- 
law,"  "forty-seven."  Certain  exceptional  names,  such  as  O'Neil,  MacDonald, 
De  la  Rue,  are  charged  for  as  single  words.  So,  too,  are  names  with  the  pre- 
fix "  St,"  as  StPancras  ;  but  double  names  of  persons,  like  Smith-Payne,  are 
counted  as  two  words. 
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Abbreviations  of  wotds,  "can't,'  "won't,  "don't,'*  ale  counted  as  single 
words. 

Figures  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  five  figures  to  a  word.  Fractions  are 
counted  according  to  the  number  of  figures  employed,  one  figure  being  added 
for  the  mark  of  division.  In  groups  of  figures  a  stop  is  counted  as  a  figure. 
The  symbols  o/o,  a/c,  b/1,  and  c/o  are  each  counted  as  one  word.  In  ordinal 
numbers  the  affix  st,  nd,  rd,  or  th  is  counted  as  two  figures — thus  "  1st " 
counts  as  one  word,  "  1432nd  "  as  two  words.  When  figures  are  preceded  or 
followed  bj"-  a  letter  (except  in  the  case  of  ordinal  numbers),  the  letter  is 
counted  as  a  word,  but  letters  added  to  figures  to  denote  the  number  of  a 
house  are  counted  as  figures.  Initial  letters  are  each  counted  as  one  word, 
with  the  exception  of  the  initials  of  the  London  Postal  Districts,  which  are 
counted  as  one  word  for  each  group.  Names  of  toAvns  and  villages  in  the 
United  Kingdom  are  counted  as  one  word  each. 

Anyone  may  register  an  abbreviated  address  on  payment  of  a  guinea  a 
year. 

The  cost  of  a  reply,  not  exceeding  forty-eight  words,  may  be  prepaid,  and  a 
reply  form  will  then  be  delivered  to  the  addressee,  who  will  be  at  liberty  to 
send  his  reply,  from  any  telegraph  office,  at  any  time  within  two  months. 

Telegrams  can  be  repeated,  if  the  sender  desires  it,  by  being  signalleti  back 
from  office  to  office.  No  copy  is,  in  such  case,  given  to  the  sender.  The 
charge  for  repetition  is  one-half  the  ordinary  tariff.  Telegrams  containing 
mercantile  quotations  or  figures,  and  telegrams  written  in  cypher,  or  according 
to  a  preconcerted  code,  should  always  be  repeated. 

Foreign  Telegrams. 

Foreign  telegrams  are  of  two  kinds,  telegrams  in  plain  language  and  tele- 
grams in  secret  language.  Those  in  plain  language  are  composed  of  words, 
figures,  and  letters  conveying  an  intelligible  meaning.  Those  in  secret 
language  are  divided  into  :  (1 )  preconcerted  language  or  code,  (2)  cj-^pher. 

Code  language  is  comi>osecl  of  real  words  not  forming  comprehensible 
phrases,  or  of  pronounceable  groups  of  letters  having  the  appearance  of  real 
words.  Words  of  more  than  ten  letters  are  not  allowed.  In  Code  telegrams 
English,  French,  German,  Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  Dutch,  and  Latin, 
may  be  employed,  whilst  artificial  words  must  be  i)ronounceable  according  to 
the  usage  of  these  languages. 

CjTsher  is  composed  of  Arabic  figures  having  a  secret  meaning,  or  letters 
having  a  secret  meaning,  and  words  or  combinations  of  letters  not  fulfilling 
the  conditions  applicable  to  plain  language  or  code.  Letter  and  figure  cypher 
cannot  be  combined. 

The  address  of  the  sender  is  charged  for,  if  transmitted ;  in  any  case 
it  must  be  written  at  the  foot  of  the  form. 

In  telegrams  Avritten  in  plain  language  the  length  allowed  for  a  word  is  15 
letters.    Additional  letters  are  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  15  letters  to  the  Avord. 

Subject  to  the  limit  as  to  number  of  letters,  ordinary  compound  words  and 
names  of  persons  and  places,  &c.,  written  without  break  or  interruption,  are 
counted  as  single  words.  If  joined  by  a  hyphen,  or  separated  by  an  ai^ostrophe, 
they  are  counted  as  so  many  separate  words. 

Compound  numbers  written  in  words  and  without  break  are  also  counted  as 
single  words  subject  to  the  same  limit  as  to  the  number  of  letters.  The  name  of 
the  office,  county,  province,  and  country  of  destination  in  the  addresses  of 
telegrams  are  each  charged  for  as  one  word  whatever  their  length. 

Every  separate  letter  or  figure  is  charged  for  as  one  word.  Groups  of 
letters  in  cyx^her  and  groups  of  figures  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  five  to  a 
word.  Bars  of  division,  decimal  points,  and  stoj^s  used  in  the  formation  of 
numbers  are  counted  as  figures.  Letters  added  to  figures  to  form  ordinal 
numbers  are  counted  as  figures. 
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If  the  sender  desii'es  to  prepay  a  reply  he  must  insert  before  the  address  of 

the  receiver  "R  P ",  which  is  charged  for  as  one  word.     A  less  sum  than 

lOd  cannot  be  accepted  in  prepayment  of  a  reply. 

Books  containing  25  forms,  each  bearing  lOd  stamp,  interleaved,  can  be 
obtained,  price  21s  each, 

Radiotelegrams. 

Radiotelegrams  are  accepted  at  any  Telegraph  Office  for  transmission  from 
various  Coast  Stations  (both  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  abroad)  to  certain 
of  the  principal  Ocean  liiners,  to  His  Majesty's  Ships,  and  also  to  certain 
Slail  Packets.  Radiotelegrams  from  ships  are  also  received  at  such  stations, 
and  are  thence  transmitted  to  their  destination  by  wire.  Particulars  may  be 
obtained  at  Post  Office.
